2—All fish must be caught on rod, reel and line 
during legal open season. 


3—Species of fish included in the contest are 
largemouth black bass, smallmouth black bass, 
walleye, northern pike, muskellunge, lake trout, 
brook trout, brown trout, rainbow trout (includ- 
ing steelhead and cutthroat). 


4—A Fisherman-of-the-Month prize will be award- 
ed the person catching the largest fish by weight 
in each of 17 divisions for periods May 1 to 
JUNE 30, JULY 1 to AUGUST 31, and SEP- 
TEMBER 1 to OCTOBER 31, all dates inclusive. 


5—Competition for largemouth black bass will 
be divided into three zones. They are: FLORIDA 
ZONE (the one state), SOUTHERN ZONE (In- 
cluding Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and 
Texas), NORTHERN ZONE (Including all other 
states, all provinces of Canada and Alaska).

We probably should forget all about the 
incident we’re about to relate, for it was 
most embarassing. But since we frequent- 
ly report the unfortunate events of others 
who have no way of defending themselves, 
we might as well tell this on this writer 
and seven other outdoorsmen who sup- 
posedly know a bit about fishing for most 
all species of game fish. 

We all were guests of the sponsors of 
the Chicago Sport and Outdoor Show, and 
as an added attraction to the day’s ac- 
tivities we were invited to participate in 
an’ indoor fishing derby. A rather large, 
stream-like tank had been built into the 
arena and the water, kept cold with cakes 


of ice, was stocked with rainbow trout 


that ranged up to a pound in weight. So, 
armed with fly rods, reels and tiny flies, 
the eight of us started trying to outwit 


the finny gamesters in the best trout 


stream tradition. 


Thirty minutes passed quickly and nary 
a nibble was reported. Then the hour 
hand on the clock completed its tour and 
still the “experts” were fishless. But short- 
ly after, the sound “fish on” broke the 
silence, and the writer next to us hoisted 
in a rainbow that weighed about 12 
ounces. When in the landing net, we saw 
that the fish was hooked in the. tail, not 
in the mouth as usual. But we didn’t say 
anything, for we were certain that within 
afew minutes we’d solve the problem and 
start catching the rainbows that had been 
avoiding our fly with almost supernatural 
regularity. 

The second hour passed quickly and the 
signal sounded to cease fishing. The one 
trout snagged in the tail was the sole 
rainbow caught among the eight writer- 
experts, and its proud possessor walked 


off with the prizes for the first fish caught 


and the largest one, also. 


Furthermore, while we were fishing 
there had been a large group of young- 
sters trying the same water. Many of them 
had fly rods in their hands for the first 
time, but that apparently made little dif- 
ference for most of them caught trout. 

So you see what I mean by saying the 
incident was “embarrassing extremely.”

And speaking of fishing indoors, there is 
a fellow in Urbana, IIl., who has been go- 
ing fishing daily in a glass bowl for sev- 
eral weeks. What’s more, he has been 
catching fish. 
It’s not a gag but a series of experiments 


through which Dr. George W. Bennett, 


chief aquatic biologist of the Illinois Na- 
tural History Survey, and his assistant, 
Arthur Witt, Jr., hope to prove that cer- 


_ tain fish are smarter than other fish. Also 


Dr. Bennett believes that some species of 


_ fish quickly learn in heavily fished lakes 


to tell the difference between a natural 


; _ food tidbit and a baited hook or an ar- 
- tificial lure. 
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The task of fishing j in ais glass bowl has 
fallen to Witt, and his daily experiments 
follow this general pattern: First some 
unsuspecting fish is dropped into the wa- 
ter in the glass bowl, then a free worm is 
tossed in as a come-on for the fish and to 
assist him in working up an appetite for 
worms. After the fish has had a chance 
to eat the free worm, a barbless hook 
baited with a worm is tossed into the 
bowl. If the fish is on the shallow side 
mentally, chances are he'll grab for the 
worm, and it is then that he gets the 
shock of his life—several thousands volts 
worth. 


The hook and line is attached to a bat- 
tery and when the fish makes contact the 
shock results. Usually the fish quickly 
sees his mistake and spits out the worm. 
The barbless hook and the electric charge 
actually don’t harm the fish but scare him 
plenty. 

If the fish is a smart student, he’ll not 
take another poke at the baited hook, and 
Witt allows the fish 10 minutes to make 
up his mind. After this, he tosses in an- 
other free worm as payment for the fish’s 
cooperation and writes down the re- 
actions in his little book. 


Dr. Bennett has been a follower of the 
theory that far more lakes, at least in his 
part of the country, are overstocked than 
understocked with fish. This frequently 
results in stunted fish and poor fishing. 
And overstocking can result from the fish 
getting too smart for the fishermen there- 
by preventing the anglers from harvesting 
a sufficient number to keep the lake or 
stream in the proper balance. 

We go along with the reasoning that 
many waters are overstocked, but we'll 
have to think a bit about Dr. Bennett’s 
theories on the mental status of fish. Still, 
after our experience with the rainbow 
trout, we might as well admit that fish 
are smarter than we are and forget the 
whole affair with this column.

For many years we have enjoyed fishing 
in the national forests, and we have real- 
ized that these public-owned areas were 
quite extensive.

S. Within the 
forests live over 2,000,000 head of big 
game, about one-third of the entire big 
game population of the U. S. Also there 
are over 1,500,000 acres of fish-producing 
lakes and 90,000 miles of unposted streams 
for fishing. 

In 1948 there were 20,000,000 persons 
who visited the national forest and of this 
group there were 4,500,000 who fished or 
hunted. In all, more than 50,000,000 mo- 
tored through the national forests. For 
those who stopped, there were 4,500 camp- 
ing and picnicking sites, 230 winter-sports 
areas, 400 organized camps for group out- 
ings and many other attractive features 
than lure people year after year to the 
same spots. THE END

THERE ARE MANY REASONS why 
clear water excels muddy water in the 
sportsman’s eyes, not the least being clear 
water’s inherent esthetic value. We’re a 
race which tastes with the eye. Clear wa- 
ter looks more pleasing, and we prefer it. 
There’s even a substantial group—the 
writer a member—which contends fish 
from clear water taste better. 

Scarcely any outdoorsman’s organiza- 
tion, given its choice, will elect a muddy 
lake over a clear one for most clubs as- 
sume nothing can be done about a heri- 
tage of muddy water. Not only can 
something be done but that something is 
monumentally simple. 

A rotund, twinkling-eyed associate pro- 
fessor of zoology at Oklahoma A. & M. 
College, Stillwater, Okla., has contributed 
a worthwhile find. He is Dr. William Hen- 
ry Irwin, otherwise “Will”. His discovery 
is that muddy water, at least in Okla- 
-homa, can be easily cleared. 

Will originated in an area of gin-clear

Your Pond Can Have ; 
Clear Water—AND FISH 


Here’s how you or your sportsman club can 


clean up your pond for improved fishing 


lakes. Upon his advent to the southwest, 
he loudly bemoaned the average condi- 
tion of small ponds there. They were al- 
most universally muddy and Will, seeking 
corrective devices, found one borrowed in 
part from chemistry, ichthyology, agricul- 
ture and electiricity. As do most scien- 
tists, he published his findings. As do 
most scientists, he gave his treatise a Ho- 
meric title, “Methods of Precipitating Col- 
loidal Soil Particles in Impounded Waters 
of Central Oklahoma”. It does not invite. 
It sounds like the brain-child of a PhD. 
—which it is. But don’t let that fool you. 
This little booklet promises much to clubs 
possessing muddy lakes they’d like to 
clear—and keep clear. 

Will Irwin was a harassed man when he 
learned there is all too mwch truth to 
the old Oklahoma saw of water “too thick 
to drink, too thin to plow”. Occasionally, 
though, he found a clear pond. That was 
a puzzle. Why should one be clear while 
most others of identical size, character 


and drainage were muddy? He began 
tabulating case-histories of ponds, study- 
ing depth, wave action, watershed prac- 
tices and other factors. He learned that 
virtually all clear waters had a common 
feature — each was fertilized, either 
through direct application of chemicals or 
manure or indirectly from manure 
washed in from the watershed. Fertiliza- 
tion and clear water apparently went to- 
gether. 

Science doesn’t stop at discovering ef- 
fect; it seeks cause. Will probed, experi- 
mented, seemingly played. Finally he an- 
nounced: Fertilization will control turbid- 


ity (a six-bit word for muddiness) at 


least on some waters in some sections. 
Why? Elementary. Silt particles depos- 
ited in a lake by heavy runoff from erod- 
ed fields tend to remain suspended in the 


water. Hark back to high-school chem- 


istry. Remember a thing called a colloid, 
a suspension of bits of matter in liquid? 
Well, that happens to silt particles in wa- 


f

ter. Each particle contains 
a negative electrical charge 
which, even though infini- 
tesimal, offsets  gravity’s 
pull. Consequently, the par- 
ticle stays put, suspended. 
When that happens to lots 
of particles, a process known 
as light exclusion takes place. 


Light, in 
other words, is curtained off. That’s tough 


on marine vegetation. It dies and the 
pond’s productivity apparently is im- 
perilled. Result is that consistent tur- 
bidity (muddiness) may result in produc- 
tion of more fish than there’s food to 
support and you wind up with a pond 
overstocked and fish undersized.’ 

What happened to suspended silt par- 
ticles when fertilizer was injected into the 
water shouldn’t happen to a pair of tight 
britches. The fertilizer set up a little elec- 
trical business of its own—positive, in this 
case. That positive electrical charge, plus 
the force of gravity, won the tug-of-war 
with the negatively charged particles, 
which were pulled to the bottom. They 
stayed there—as long as the fertilizer did; 
presto—clear water. 

In making that discovery, Will had 
some interesting experiences. In 1943, 
Cross pond, a one-acre lake near Still- 
water, was checked with a device called 
a turbidimeter, which determines the ra- 
tio of silt particles to water. (Clear water 
ordinarily is considered to contain less 
than 25 parts of silt to each million parts 
of water.) Cross pond contained 200 to 
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550 parts per million (ppm), depending on 
the season. It hadn’t been clear in 20 
years. 

Will fertilized it three times in ten 
weeks, 250 pounds of cottonseed meal and 
50 pounds of superphosphate commercial 
fertilizer (in 20% mixture) at each ap- 
plication. Twenty-four hours after the 
second treatment, the lake cleared! Then 
Dame Nature stepped in. The rains came. 
Oklahoma had the heaviest rainfall of 
110 years that spring, say old-timers. 
When the downpour ceased after a three- 
weeks total of 20 inches, Cross pond 
showed 340 ppm of silt. Will administered 
the third treatment and watched the read- 
ing drop to 95 ppm by fall, though there 
were only three treatments. And next 
spring, using the same fertilizers and 
treating four times, he cleared Cross pond 
despite more heavy May rains. It re- 
mained clear although, through the hot 
summer, cattle waded it continuously. 


Berrigan pond, scene of similar experi- 
ments, held silt as high as 480 ppm before 
Will treated and cleared it. Even after 
those record rains, it cleared.” Fall rains 
muddied it but treatment the next spring 
cleared it once again. It stayed clear. 


But a smaller pond, north of Berrigan 
and draining the same watershed, never 
did clear, isn’t clear yet. When Berrigan 
offered water as limpid as a mountain 
stream’s, this companion pond showed 150 
ppm of silt. It is significant that Will 
didn’t put one iota of fertilizer in. this 
second pond. 


Having proved his first point, Will 
prohed the effects of other fertilizers. The 
answer came swiftly from Theta pond, on 
the Oklahoma A. & M. campus. An acre 
in area, it was muddy 90% of the year 
and, though nurturing some fish, pro- 
duced no fishing. Viewing it, Will had 
an idea. He contacted the local sewage 
disposal plant, arranged to secure sludge 
and advised the pond caretaker to put 
several two-ton loads of sludge into Theta 
pond at one to two-month intervals. He 
wanted to go slowly because a known fish 
population existed and he feared too 
heavy treatment might deplete dissolved 
oxygen (as necessary to fish as air to 
you and me) and thus smother the fish. 

As it turned out, the caretaker was one 
of these chaps who reason that if an 
apie a day keeps the doctor away, a half- 
bushel of apples at a sitting 
should keep him away for 
a year. He dumped 18 five- 
ton truckloads of sludge in- 
to Theta pond at one fell 
swoop. When Will heard 
about it, he was very un- 
happy! When nothing hap- 
pened, he drifted casually 
around to the pond. 

It was clear as a bell! 
Fish could be seen swim- 
ming in its crystal depths 
apparently well-satisfied 
with their new environ- 
ment. Came the rains —in 
torrents and buckets. Theta 
muddied from heavily silted 
runoff but cleared almost as 
rain stopped falling. Today, 
Theta remains one of the 
few silt-free bodies of water 
in the whole area during 
spring and fall rains. 


What about still other fertilizers? Tom 
Berry, Stillwater stockman intrigued by 
the professor’s work, invited his attention 
to two ponds on the Berry estate. Known 
as East pond and West pond, both were 
new, both muddy. East, a -half acre, 
drained grass pasture-land; West, one 
and a half acres, drained among other 
things a road with badly eroded ditches. 
Ever hear of Permian redbed? It’s red 
subsoil that makes the muddiest water 
the writer has ever seen. That’s what was 
in those ditches. 


Will put green manure in these ponds. 
He had a wild sunflower field mowed and 
the plants hauled to West pond which 
was filled one-eighth full of them. Tall 
grass and ragweed, next to East pond, 
were mowed and used to fill it brim-full. 
Three days later, West pond was clear 
from bank to bank, its fish in excellent 
shape. East pond was black as the curse; 
though it had contained no fish, all marine 
crustaceans and other aquatic forms were 
dead. Later, it cleared entirely and re- 
mained so until heavy rains but Will 
had discovered that water could be over-

- During periods of extremely hot weather, 
many bass fishermen fail to take fish be- 
cause they fish during the wrong period 
_ of the day and fish too fast. 
- I can usually take bass during such 
weather simply by confining my activities 
to the “witching hour” between sunset 
and dark. A semi-surface plug is usually 
my choice and I fish it so slowly that 
often a full three minutes is 
utilized in completing one cast. 
Anglers who wear themselves 
out during the heat of the day 
are in the wrong mental state 
to use such patience and I have 
eliminated this condition by 
simply resting in the shade of 
a cypress until the shadows 
are long. 
I then take particular care in 
selecting my target, not having 
sufficient time to waste a cast 
on unproductive water. Drop- 
ping my bait as lightly as 
possible over a likely spot, I 
allow it to rest completely 
motionless for as long as a 
_minute and I then move it 
- forward a few inches by an 
almost imperceptible jerk of 
the rod tip. This procedure is 
- followed religiously until the 
plug reaches the boat and if 
_there is a bass in the vicinity, 
he will quite often strike. 
' Summertime bass are logy at 
best; they need lots of time to 
make up their minds, but by waiting until 
the witching hour and then concentrating 
all of your patience and ability in a dozen 
or two slowly fished casts, you can bring 
home bass after your buddies have failed. 


FRANK R. STEEL— 


If you have trouble getting bass on a 
shoreline or the edges of a weed bed to 

take a frog or frog lure, try working your 
boat very quietly up close to the shore 
and casting your lure along the shoreline 
or edge of the weed bed. Cast your lure 
within 18 inches of the shore or over- 
hanging bank and retrieve parallel to 
the shoreline. The reason this works is 
that a frog very seldom swims out from 
shore or cover but almost always along 
the edge of the cover. Yet, practically all 
bait casters or spin-fishermen cast their 
frog lures or live frogs in from their boat 
to the shore and make the retrieve almost 
straight out from the shore. Remember 
also that a frog floats on the surface when 
at rest but dives about a foot under water 
when he swims, and he doesn’t swim 
steadily. He stops to rest and then dives 
and swims again. Try to imitate his ac- 
tion, If using an artificial lure, try to get 
one that looks, acts and feels as much 
ke a natural frog as you can find. 
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THESE TRICKS TAKE BASS

The smallmouth bass is a greedy fellow 
and, as a rule, is readily attracted by 
baits and lures of considerable size. But 
there are times when he becomes every 
bit as temperamental as the salmon and 
the trout.

vided fast fishing one day might fail 
miserably the next. The puzzled angler 
digs deeply into the old tackle trunk; he 
tries everything but gets nothing, save 
the exercise. 

Like all anglers I have been frustrated 
in my pursuit of the battling smallmouth 
but finally discovered that during those 
lulls I can usually get action by using 
smaller baits and lures. 

I’ve enjoyed my greatest success, how- 
ever, casting a tiny streamer of one inch 
or a bit more in length. Several patterns 
have clicked but topping the list is one 
called the Sanborn which was created by 
a Dr. Sanborn in Waterville, Maine. 

The sides are bright yellow feathers 
with jungle cock eyes, white bucktail 
belly, and body of silver. The rod is a 
5-ounce, 814-foot stick with plenty of 
backbone. The line is a brown HDH, and 
the leader an 8-foot strand of 3-pound 
test nylon. 

The approach with the canoe or boat 
must be slow and quiet and the cast must 
be long and neat. Properly placed along 
the rim or into the pockets of lily pads 
and weed beds and retrieved instantly 
in short, erratic jerks the little streamer 
will usually bring the sulking bronze- 
backs with a rush.

Sometimes when you are bait casting, 
spinning or trolling for bass you will find 
yourself getting strikes but the fish are 
“hitting short” so you don’t hook them. 


In this case, if you'll attach a trailer hook — 
by a short piece of nylon, or by hooking >

On the contrary, slap your bug 
on the water so it will make

of a bass bug on top should be consider- 
able to get attention. 

If the vegetation is pretty thick (I often 
use a weedless bass bug on some waters) 
the more of “bop” you can make when 
you drop your bug the better. And then 
don’t hurry the retrieve. Let it stay there 
for several seconds. Take time to strike 
a match and light a smoke anytime. Even 
that pause isn’t too much for a bass that 
is watching the bug. Then the next move 
should be a slight one. Just a wiggle and 
the fish is apt to strike. Most of us are 
too much on the “eager beaver” side in 
fishing with a bass bug. We might well 
lean more to the lazy, take-it-easy sys- 
tem to stir up bass that are attracted to a 
floating bug.

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IT’S DOWN TO THE SEA for increas- 
ing hundreds of resident and non-resi- 
dent anglers when the blasting sun of 
summer sends the salmon and trout of Maine’s inland 
waters scurrying to the cooling depths. Fishing then for 
those finned aristocrats of the fresh water lakes, ponds, 


and streams requires more patience and heavier equip- 


ment than during the spring when the ice breaks up and 
the waters are high and cold. 

Many of course stick to it, to brave the heat and probe 
the depths with their baits and lures. But there are 
others, and the number is increasing each year, who turn 
to the salt water to enjoy cool breezes and good sport. 

Although the coastal area of Maine long has been recog- 
nized as one of the finest fishing grounds in the world, 
it was not until recent years that sport fishing sprang into 
popularity. 

Fishermen from all parts of the country now are finding 
that the Maine coast offers something unusual in the way 
of angling—unusual because the 2500 miles of rugged 
spruce and pine studded coastline provides such a mag- 
nificent setting for the sport. There are hundreds of bays, 
inlets, islands, and towering blue mountains that offer 


an ever-changing scene of rare natural beauty for the 


fisherman. 

Although most of the fishing is done during the warm 
and golden days of summer, this vast stretch of sea is 
virtually alive with many species of fish from early spring 
to late fall. They are constantly on the prowl and seem 


_always ready to snatch the angler’s lure. 


'To name a few of the species to be taken on rod and 
reel, or just the plain handline and hook, there’s the giant 
tuna, mackerel, halibut, cod, haddock, swordfish, pollock, 
hake, and flounder. And although seldom taken in the 
salt water, there are hard fighting Atlantic salmon and 
striped bass of considerable size to tangle with on the 
tidewater stretches of many coastal rivers. 

About the first of July great schools of tuna, some 
reaching a weight of 1000 pounds, begin to swarm along 
the Maine coast, and by the middle of the month those 
streamlined battlers are ready to provide terrific action 
for the fisherman as they begin their feast on the great 
schools of mackerel, whiting, hake and pollock. 

Many of the rough and tumble bluefins are taken within 
a mile of shore, and at the three-mile mark they are to 
be found in numerous schools. Maine tuna boat skippers 
know all the answers and can easily teach the beginner 
the art of handling the fighting huskies. 

_ The skippers take pride in their boats and leave nothing 
undone that they might always be in the best possible 
condition. And those boats are equipped with every 
convenience for the comfort and enjoyment of the guests. 

In many ports along the coast, boats will be found 
equipped with fishing tackle, harness and chairs. Some 
of the better known boats are at such famous ports as 
Bailey Island, Boothbay Harbor, Ogunquit, Portland, 
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From spring through fall,

Every fair day during the summer Maine people andl 
visitors from other states organize little parties, hire a 
boat and a boatman and cast off for a cooling ride far out 
to the fishing grounds. 

The skipper furnishes the lines and bait, assists in every 


way possible during the day of fishing and at noon will 


gladly prepare a tasty fish chowder as a main course to 
the lunches the members of the party have brought along. 


Handlining is like reaching into a grab bag. The fisher-~ 
man never knows what’s coming up next. It might be a _

And when the fish are running - 
good there’s never a dull moment.

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boats and know their business. By sharing the cost the 
members of a party will find a day’s outing surprisingly 
inexpensive. And many times, if the catch is of good size, 
it can be sold at a neat profit upon arriving in port. 

Fishermen looking for slam-bang action on light tackle 
will find it aplenty in the vast schools of mackerel and 
pollock that swarm along the coast during the summer. 
Both are gamesters and so great are their numbers in the 
schools that once they begin taking bait or lure the action 
is fast and furious. 

Although the average pollock won’t exceed 10 pounds 
there are some that will tip the scales to 35 pounds and 
measure up to 344 feet in length. 

They will smash anything bright, even a piece of white 
cloth. A piece of herring attached to a hook behind a 
bright spinner is an excellent rig for attracting them. The 
pollock strike with great force and fight savagely until 
subdued. 

The mackerel is a much smaller fish but is every bit 
as game and is also attracted by almost anything in the 
way of lures. These handsome and very delicious food 
fish will strike just as fast as a lure or bait can be dropped 
into the water. Light tackle is used for taking both 
species, and in trolling almost any of the rods, reels and 
lines used for the same purpose on the inland waters will 
be satisfactory. 

Some of the mackerel fishermen use a leaded jig with 
a clam for bait, and I have used them bare and taken 
fish just as fast as I could shake them off in the boat and 
get the thing back into the swarming schools. 

My personal choice of tackle for taking the sporty 
mackerel, however, is the fly rod and streamer fly. Any 
weight from 4 to 7 ounces will do, but I favor the five- 
ouncer with plenty of backbone, an HDH line, six-foot, 
three-pound test leader, and streamer flies with thin, sil-

CUTTING THROUGH THE LOW SANDY COASTLINE) 
of Texas are many sloughs or “aquatic highways” that 
connect the Gulf with the miles of shallow water flats on 
which salt water fish like to feed.

If you study the tide tables and are lucky so you visit a 
bayou at just the right time, you can have a picnic with a 
casting outfit and artificial lures, or a light surf casting rig, © 
live shrimp and a bobber. We were lucky when we visited 
one of these coastal sloughs with Herbert Morrison, well-— 
known Corpus Christi angler. The temperature was in 
the 80’s, the tide was coming in and the fish were on the 
make. They hit like mad. 

By the time we started moving around in a skiff a quar-_ 
ter of mile up the bayou from the Gulf the “bull” reds, — 
weighing up to 8 or 9 pounds, were ready to.hit. They’re 
great battlers, especially on light salt water tackle. After 
them came the speedy sea trout and the “bulldogging” — 
drums. There were times when three of us in the boat 
were all fighting fish at the same time. :

_ “THE TROUBLE with bream fishermen,” 


remarked George, “is that there ain’t 
enough of ’em! ’Course there’s plenty of 
fellows that fish for bream; catch ’em too, 
but the only time most of ’em catch ’em 
is when they’re bitin’. And anybody can 
catch ’em when they’re bitin’ but it takes 
a real fisherman to get ’em when they’re 
off their feed. Bream are worse than bass; 
fact of the matter, they’re ’bout the hard- 
est fish there is to catch when they’re 
off their feed and that’s when you can 
tell the men from the boys! The boy’ll 
drop out and just grunt that the fish 
wasn’t bitin’ but your real bream man 
will just use his head and drag out a 
mess of fish!” 

George is right; he usually is where 
fishing is concerned. The bluegill (or 
bream as we prefer to call him in the 
South) is a cantakerous critter at times 
and is always a worthy opponent. Some- 
times catching him is almost too easy but 
at other times, even the best find it almost 
impossible to bag a decent mess of fish. 
Quite naturally, no set procedures govern 
the taking of bream but when “they just 
ain’t bitin’,” a little common sense and 
lots of experimentation will often turn 
the trick. 
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Bream baits are many, every locality 
having its favorite. In my particular sec- 
tion, the common cockroach is virtually 
the only bait used and, as a consequence, 
anglers often reach the erroneous con- 
clusion that the fish aren’t biting simply 
because they won’t take roaches. In many 
instances, the mere changing of bait will 
do the trick and this point was graphically 
proved to me many years ago at famous 
Grassy Lake. 

Conditions were perfect; the water was 
still slightly discolored from Tallahatchie 
River’s annual rise and bream were “bed- 
ding” by the hundreds in the shadows of 
giant Tupelo gum trees. Before dawn I 
had left the landing and treaded my way 
through the innundated timber to a spot 
that rarely failed. Easing the boat into 
position, I strung up my fly rod and im- 


paled a wriggling cockroach on the num- — 


ber seven hook. One split BB weighted 
the rig and a porcupine quill served more 
as a depth marker than anything else. 
Carefully I dropped the roach into the 
center of the school, fully expecting an 
immediate strike. Nothing happened! Sur- 
prised, I moved the bait back and forth, 
changing depth occasionally but at the 
end of thirty minutes, not a nibble had

come my way. Disgruntled, I moved the 
boat along, directing my course to an- 
other known “bream bed” but results 
were the same. Nothing struck, even 
though I could actually see fish working 
beneath the surface of the water. 

At noontime I stopped the boat beneath 
a spreading cypress and as I sat eating 
my lunch and mulling over the situation, 
I was brought to attention by the sound 
of an approaching boat.

For the uninitiated, the horseweed 
worm is a luscious little pale yellow fel- 
low that inhabits the “swelling” in the 
stem of the common horseweed.

Without 
another word, I paddled the boat ashore, 
located a clump of horseweeds and gath- 
ered a supply of the ’swellings”. Hurried- 
ly I paddled back to the nearest bream 
bed, put a couple of the little fellows 
on my hook and let fly. The moment that 
the bait settled beneath the surface, a 
bream latched on! The rest was easy. 
Once you hit the combination, nature 
takes its course and within an hour, I 
had strung a limit. From time to time, I 
would alternate roaches for worms, but 
the fish paid the roaches no heed. The 
moment I switched back to worms, action 
would commence.

____ because he wrecks the habitat of the lat- 
ter, causing them to disappear from fish- 
ing waters. 

But those fishermen who have tied into 
a husky specimen of the carp breed, and 
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who have felt him take their line clean 
off the reel-spool, without stopping, know 
better. They know that he is a game fish 
who can shiver the timbers of any fisher- 
man who ever cast a line. 

Therein, perhaps, lies the answer to a 
wanted decrease in carp population in 
almost any water south of the Canadian 
border. If the fishermen were let in on 
the fighting qualities of this fish—better 
yet, if they actually experienced such 
qualities—more carp fishermen would 
bloom overnight. The carp harvest from 
anglers would increase to the point, per- 
haps, where much of the damage to water 
vegetation could be eliminated. And some 
of the strain on bass, pike, bluegills, and 
crappies could be alleviated. 

Actually carp were stocked in this 
country, brought from Germany after a 
China origin dating back 3000 years, for 
their fighting qualities and because the

species was a good food fish. Like any 
living creature that breeds rapidly and 
profusely, it soon became so common it 
was scorned. f

But this isn’t intended to be a sermon. — 


This piece was born with the idea of giv- 
ing fishermen, who might be unaware of 


it, an insight into the darned fine sport > 


of catching carp. 

Although I was quite young, I still re- 
member the fishing trips to a canal near 
Peoria, Illinois, I made with my dad. We 
fished for bullheads. But I still can hear 
our reels hum when a husky carp took 
hold and sped away. It was a sound that 
never will leave me; a thrill that made me 
a friend of the carp for life. 

Since then I’ve fished for them in rivers, 
in lakes, in bayous—and I’ve seen and 
known hundreds of other fishermen who 
had just as much fun as I in putting on 
the gloves with this winner-take-all 
member of fishdom. 

Jimmy Harlan, assistant director of the 
Iowa Conservation Commission, estimates 
—through a survey of his game wardens 
—that 100,000 persons annually fish for 
carp in Iowa. One of that number, and 
a recent convert, is Jack Musgrove, di- 
rector of the state historical museum. 

Musgrove made the “mistake” of going 
carp fishing with Jim Sherman, commis- 
sion photographer, one day last summer. 
They caught eight in a hour, the largest 
four pounds. For the next two months, 
Musgrove forgot (Continued on page 42)

Accuracy in Bait Casting 


Practice with rod and reel is keynote to successful 
fishing for finny gamesters in salt water 


Take it from an oldtimer, it pays pisca- 
torial dividends to know all the ins and 
outs of plug casting. Not only the me- 
chanics of the sport, but also the correct 
retrieving of plugs and other lures, where 
to cast with a reasonable expectancy of 
attracting a fish, and many other items 
overlooked by the casual plug caster. 

For instance, most plug casters know 
that accuracy and distance in casting a 
plug mean a lot, but the majority fail to 
take this phase of the game seriously. 
Usually they are content with mediocre 
casting and make no real effort to im- 
prove. They even sell themselves on the 
idea that they cannot do better even if 
they do try. 

If we allow that the object of plug 
casting is to catch fish, then it naturally 
follows that we should learn all we can 
in order to make sure of achieving that 
object. It is readily granted that even 
mediocre casting sometimes will produce 
a catch, but it is likewise true that the 
caster skilled in all phases of the sport 
has success more surely on his side. 

You may be one of those who think 
practice in plug casting is tiresome and 
that it lacks interest. However, it can be 
made very interesting and worthwhile, 
especially if you join a good angling club 
where Skish is a part of the regular club 
activities. 

If you do not happen to have an angling 
club in your neck of the woods, organize 
one and do yourself and your friends 
both a favor. They, undoubtedly, would 
enjoy meeting once a week to talk over 
things piscatorial and to engage in a 
game of Skish. Your fishing tackle dealer 
will jump at the chance to aid you in 
this project. 

Accuracy and distance are of para- 
mount importance in plug casting. Of the 
two, accuracy is the most important, and 
this phase of plug casting should be 
learned before trying to get distance. 
You will find that it takes correct casting 
form to achieve accuracy, and if you 
master the correct form you will have no 
trouble in casting distance. 

As an instructor of angling at the Uni- 
versity of Miami, we find that it is diffi- 
cult to restrain the average student. He 
or she seems to want to cast the plug into 
the next county, and to heck with the 
correct form. They haul back and let ’er 
fly, especially the strong-arm youngsters, 
and end up with a backlash. It is neces- 
sary to keep a-strict eye on them at all 


times in order to impress them with the 


fact that form’s the thing and distance © 


is secondary. 

Casting is a graceful activity performed 
mostly by wrist motion and with all wild- 
arm swinging tactics banished. Distance 
is obtained by putting more snap into the 
wrist action at the precise time it is 


needed. All the tutoring in the world will © 
not enable you to gauge this precise time, — 


but if you learn correct form and keep 


eternally practicing it, you'll achieve dis- 
tance almost without being aware of 


having done it. + 

Of course, it goes without saying, that 
neither accuracy nor distance can be 
mastered without good casting equipment. 
The casting rod should be fairly whippy, 


yet with plenty of backbone; the reel 


should be smooth in action, and the line 
should be smooth, silky, and not more 
than 15-pound test for most species. 


In almost all actual plug casting you 
will find it highly desirable to cast with- — 
in a few inches of a lily pad, a piling, a — 


blob of seaweed, a tree stump, a rock, or 
a mangrove root. Maybe the gamesters 


are in amongst some pepper grass and 


you'll have to put the plug at the very 
edge of the grass to attract them. 


Or maybe a snook or some other game- | 


ster is in a very small salt water pond, 


connected with the larger body of water — 


by a narrow, tree-lined passage, with 


only a couple of feet of clearance. If you © 


go into the small pond the fish will be 
alarmed and will not strike. 

The thing to do is to cast your plug 
down the narrow inlet and into the pond. 
This requires accuracy in casting, for 
it is very easy to miss and get your 
plug tangled in the tree branches. The 


caster who has command of the situa- — 
tion—who can unerringly put his plug — 


down the lane into the small pond—will 


cash in piscatorially. The man who misses ~ 
not only will not catch a fish, but he will — 


also scare the daylights out of any fish 
in the immediate area with his efforts 
to get his plug back. 

There are so many situations in plug 


casting that call for accuracy, or accuracy — 


and distance combined, that it is es- 
sential to master these two items if one 
is to be successful at the sport. For in- 
stance, in southern Florida salt waters 
the problem mainly is to cast within a 
few inches of the mangrove tree roots 
without getting tangled in the roots. 

The caster who can accomplish this 


: 
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Tae. -more fun. The closer 
an get the plug to the roots, the 
etter your chances are for a piriker In 
e fresh waters the problem is just about 
the same, excepting you want to get to 
the edge of the lily pads, willow stands, 
_ bonnets, flags, tree-stumps, pepper grass, 
et cetera. 

Allowing that you have become pro- 
ficient in accuracy and distance casting, 
there is still plenty to learn and observe 
before you can be reasonably certain of 
good catches. Of great importance is 
Jearning how to retrieve the plug, and as 
this means studying the actions of the 
different plugs you employ. It involves 
a considerable amount of actual practice. 
e As an example, you have cast to the 
edge of the mangroves and you're ready 
to retrieve the plug. How will you impart 
the proper action to the plug, the action 
visualized by the manufacturer? Some 

plugs are made to wriggle, some to dart, 
- some te dip and wiggle, and some to dart 
~ and wiggle, some to sink quickly and 
_ then wriggle upwards on a smart pull. 

_ There are all sorts of plugs and lures, 
- with every conceivable motion. Many 
plug casters retrieve their plugs with a 
smooth winding of the reel handle, while 
_ others wind in a few turns then jerk the

- rod tip smartly to make the plug dart 
forward. While both methods will attract 
some fish, the catch can be increased by 
study and observation of the plug’s mo- 
tion. 
f For instance, the plug is cast properly 
- and lands in the water lightly. To the 
fish, the plug is an object that fell into 
the water. The fish is at first startled. 

He may dart away a few feet, then turn 

to see what the object is. If it is moving 

away rapidly, chances are that he will 
pay no further attention to it. 

On the other hand, if you allow the 
plug to rest quietly from five to 10 
seconds, the fish will eye it curiously. 
If you will then impart a very slight mo- 
tion to the plug, the fish is instantly 
alerted. He probably figures that the 
plug is a minnow, a frog, a lizard, a 
mouse, a large insect, or some other 
kind of critter. It has been stunned by 
its fall and is gradually staging a come- 

_ back. 

Sometimes the fish will strike the plug 
almost immediately it exhibits signs of 
life. However, chances are that the game- 
ster will wait and see what happens. 
After all, most finsters are wary. So, now 
the plug starts slowly away, then the 
speed is slightly increased. The fish sees 
a possible morsel getting away. He darts 
at it and strikes. 

Perhaps the fish are not in a striking 
mood. Maybe it’s a hot day; the fish have 
fed and they’re lying deep in cool water. 
Surface plugs are not attractive. That is 
_ the time to employ the type of plug that 
_ goes deep. These plugs are worked rather 
= slowly. Allow them to sink about four 


feet, then give a rather sharp jerk, reel 
in your slack line and allow the plug to 
sink again, keeping up this procedure 
until you have completed the retrieve. 

At all times when casting, watch the 
waters closely for signs of fish. Personally, 
we look over the situation before we com- 
mence casting operations. Maybe you'll 
see a slight ripple, or perhaps a fish will 
strike at some luckless varmint. As 
quickly as you can, put a plug as near 
to that spot as you can. It means that 
you're casting at a fish that is striking 
on the surface. 

If you can detect the presence of strik- 
ing fish, generally you're in luck. If, 
however, you know yov’re in good fishing 
waters but the fish are not showing, pick 
the fishiest looking spots for casting. Re- 
member that fish like sheltered spots, 
preferably where shade is available. That 
applies to all fishlife throughout the 
world. They seek these sheltered spots 
because they are afforded some measure 
of safety from larger enemies, and the 
larger fishes hang around such places 
because they’re looking for some smaller 
fish to dine upon. 

Just another item or two before we 
close this article. When you rig up, don’t 
use heavy swivels or snap swivels. If 
you use these at all, be sure they are of 
the smallest size consistent with the 
weight and strength of the fish you seek. 
Make your leader, between plug and line, 
as light as possible so that it is as nearly 
invisible as possible and so that it doesn’t 
unduly interfere with the action of the 
plug. 

If you are using a wire leader, attach 
it directly to the plug with a round loop 
large enough to allow the plug freedom 
of movement—no stiff connection between 
plug and leader. Usually, No. 3 or No. 5 
stainless steel leader wire is strong 
enough to handle the situation. Instead 
of a swivel between the leader and line, 
use a yery small brass ring. 

It is much better to employ a gut leader, 
and there’s little excuse for not doing so 
since the invention of Nylon gut that 
is of uniform strength and has many 
other good qualities to recommend it. 
The gut leader does not impose an added 
weight of any consequence, and it per- 
mits better motion in the plug. Leaders 
should not be more than eight inches 
in length, either wire or gut. 

When you go plug casting, dress in 
neutral colors such as tan or forestry 
green. Make yourself as inconspicuous 
as possible, especially if you’re fishing a 
small lake or stream. If you’re afoot and 
fishing along the bank of some small tidal 
stream, keep a few feet back from the 
edge and walk carefully and quietly. 
Don’t go shouting and stumbling around. 

If you'll heed these pointers—and more 
of them will occur to you as you gain 
in plug casting knowledge—you'll add not 
only to the number of the fish you catch, 
but you'll also add to the confidence you 
have in yourself as a plug caster. This 
means that you'll have more fun and en- 
joyment from the sport you have chosen 
to follow, and you'll find that plug cast- 
ing is far more interesting than you ever 
before thought it would be. It is said 
that “half a loaf is better than none,” but 
why be satisfied with crumbs when you 
can have a full meal!

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Know Your Limitations 


With game none too plentiful it is vital 


for all gunners to strive for 


With all species of American game none 
too plentiful and with gunners charged 
with the responsibility of keeping the 
outdoors productive for future genera- 
tions, we all would do well to stop and 
consider the situation. First, is each in- 
dividual’s shooting—and killing—contrib- 
uting to the decline of game? Some may 
argue that the game they kill is only a 
drop in the bucket; and, chances are, that 
is true enough. But with millions of gun- 
ners in the fields, marshes and forests 
annually the overall kill by hunters is 
tremendous. And in mentioning the game 
killed by hunters I do not mean only the 
game that goes into the bag, for annually 
the losses of unretrieved game birds and 
animals runs into the millions. 

With these losses in mind it is wise to 
know your limitations with a rifle or 
shotgun. it is wise to shoot only when 
you have fair chance of bagging your 
game and thereby avoiding unnecessary 
losses by crippling. In other words, let us 
all eliminate the “devil may care” atti- 
tude. 

At times, after a long wait in a duck 
blind or miles of walking after quail or 
hours of strenuous hunting for big game, 
we all are prone to take a chance shot 
when we know that it would be better to 
await a better opportunity. So changing 
over is not easily accomplished. But we 
all should try and shoot only when there 
is a reasonable chance of a clean kill. 

In upland shooting, assuming first of all 
that a good dog is used, let’s consider the 
gauge and shot charge to use as well as 
our own ability in using it. Small bore 
guns are short ranged guns and should be 
used only at short ranges. Also .410 and 
28 bore guns should be full choke to give 
a killing spread of pattern within their 
short ranges. They should, in the main, 
be used at ranges not to exceed 30 or 35 
yards and with maximum charges of shot. 
The exceptional full choked gun, that 
throws close patterns, may take grouse 
and pheasants out to 40 yards, but that is 
the absolute limit if clean kills are de- 
sired. For the smaller upland birds such 
as quail No. 8 shot may be used, but for 
larger birds No. 6 or 7% shot will be 
found to be as good as any. Used right 
and within their certain killing ranges, 
these small bores in the hands of experts 
can deliver just as clean, one-shot kills 
as the larger bores; but at ranges for 
which they were never intended they can 
also produce much crippled and lost game.

If you usually take your birds at 
such close range there is no need for a 
gun with tighter boring than 45 per cent 
choke, in either 16 or 12 bore. 

If your upland work is more of a long 
range variety, out 45 to 55 yards, then 
you need at least a modified or 60 per 
cent choke. 
choked gun is better. For the big birds 
No. 5 or 6 shot will prove more effective 
at these ranges than the smaller sizes. 

When upland shooting takes in ranges 
over 55 yards then you need a heavy duck 
gun and loads with a full choke barrel. 
I have seen late season pheasants and 
sage hens raise habitually at 40 to 50

In deer hunting with the shotgun, either 
in the South with buckshot or in some 
eastern states with slug loads, the hunter 
should carefully test his loads until he 


_ finds one that will pattern well. Then he 


should limit the range shot over to the 
capabilities of that particular gun and 
load. Usually 50 yards is about the limit 
unless a magnum ten is used and a two- 
ounce buck load found that will fit it and 
put the whole load in a 24-inch circle at 
40 yards. Then you have a buckshot load 
that will kill out to longer ranges, say 55 
to 60 yards. With standard 12 bore loads 
most shotguns are uncertain over 40 
yards on deer with buckshot. And know 
your gun and load before you shoot at 
such a fine animal. 

When slug or ball loads are mandatory, 
select the rifled slug load and target the 


gun until you know where to hold over 


the rib for elevation. Or better still, fit 
a small peep sight or a shotgun scope by 
Weaver and sight it in for 50 yards. Slugs 
are usually accurate in a good gun to 50 
or 60 yards, but many doubles will not 
group both barrels together. They are 
not long ranged loads, and there is no use 
shooting at deer beyond the certain point 
blank range with them as you will prob- 
ably break a leg and allow the game to 
escape wounded. In the South, where 
hounds are frequently used, the dogs will 
usually stop wounded deer, but not so 


- where the shotgun is used and dogs pro- 


hibited. Again, knowing your own ability 
with a gun, and using it only when you 
can be reasonably sure, is your most cer- 
tain insurance against wounding game. 
Regardless of the game shot, a shotgun 
can be used in a clean and sportsmanlike 
manner. 

In big game shooting a great deal of 
game is lost because the hunter knows 
neither his own ability nor the limitations 
of his rifle and load. Fully 50 per cent of 
the hunters that invade the West each 


- fall for deer, elk and other game do not 


know their rifles. They neither know the 
limitations of the cartridges used nor if 
the weapon is properly sighted in. This 
results in many animals being missed or 
crippled and lost, later to fall prey to the 
coyotes. 

First, only expert riflemen have any 
business shooting at game at long range, 
and then only if they are properly 
equipped for such shooting. This means 
a super-accurate, long range cartridge and 
preferably with scope sight or at least a 
good receiver sight. Until a hunter can 
put ten shots straight into the 20-inch 
target at 600 yards or the 36-inch target 
at 1,000 yards prone with gunsling from a 
good match Springfield, then he is not 
fully qualified to do long range game 
shooting. 

Today we do not have a single modern 
factory loaded cartridge that will expand 
reliably on big game beyond 500 yards, 
and only a few custom loads that will do 
so. This fact should rule out all shooting 
at big game beyond 500 yards with fac- 
tory loads; 600 yards will be about the 
limit bullet expansion for the finest long 
range custom loads. Probably not over 
five per cent of the hunters are qualified 
to risk shots at such ranges with the finest 
equipment, and, even then, only under

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favorable circumstances. Wherever pos- 
sible one should always stalk to closer 
range rather than risk a chance shot at 
extreme ranges, where velocity has fallen 
off to such extent the slug will no longer 
expand and simply drill a tiny hole 
through the beast. At times, one will 
have to make a long shot to obtain the 
game, but it should only be done after 
careful preparation, from a steady posi- 
tion and with the best in modern scope- 
sighted, long range rifles. The men who 
really are capable of such work will usu- 
ally be found stalking closer, if at all pos- 
sible, for they know their limitations. 

The well-known .30-06, with 180 grain 
loads, is usually all done for expansion 
beyond 350 yards; and in factory persua- 
sion only the .270 and 300 magnum will 
expand their bullets to greater range. 
Also, when velocity has dropped off until 
the bullet will not expand, the killing 
energy has diminished until you have lit- 
tle more actual killing energy than a 
heavy sixgun at close range. Because a 
bullet will still punch a hole in a target 
at 600 to 1000 yards does not mean it will 
stop big game at anything like that range. 

Every hunter of big game should be 
made to demonstrate that he or she can, 
from some position or other, hit a six- 
inch target at 50 yards, or a one-foot cir- 
cle at 100 yards, before getting a big game 
license. Likewise all should be refused 
licenses unless they have an adequate 
cartridge for the game hunted. Certainly 
such drastic measures would keep a lot 
of would-be hunters home until they 
learned something of the game and their 
rifles, but it would be a God-send for the 
game in this country. Also it would make 
big game hunting far safer than it now 
is. Each year sees a good many hunters 
killed in Idaho and the same is true in 
about all other big game states. If all 
hunters were required to know their ri- 
fles and shoot only when they knew what 
they were shooting at, this human loss 
would drop greatly. 

One should never shoot at a big game 
animal until he is reasonably certain of 
placing his bullet in a vital area. If the 
shooting is in dense timber, then he 
should be sure he has a cartridge that is 
powerful enough for rear-end raking 
shots if such must be taken. Usually large 
caliber, heavy bullets at moderate velocity 
are the thing for such work. On the other 
hand, hunters after game such as ante- 
lope, sheep and goats may well equip 
themselves with the best in modern long 
range, scope-sighted rifles, for they may 
have to shoot their game at much longer 
ranges. In either case, the hunter should 
fire at least 50 shots in practice, for every 
one he will fire at a game animal. Then, 
and then only, can he be reasonably sure 
of placing his bullet for a clean kill on 
the game. 

Proficiency inspires confidence, and one 
should practice at every opportunity. 
When you can hit a target the size of the 
vital area on a game animal regularly 
and do it from several positions, over the 
usual hunting ranges, you also know you 
can do the same thing when a shot at 
game is offered. Straight target shooting 
is excellent to learn position, the use of 
the sling and the various sight settings, 
but it must be supplemented by plenty of 
practice at natural targets. Eimer Kerry

Your Choice in Casting Lures 


Bait casting lures should be selected to fit 
the various conditions for fresh water fish 


Far too many bait casters and trollers 
have one pet lure that they use on all 
occasions. They’ve caught a lot of fish 
on it, so that’s the lure they are going 
to use. This favorite bait may be a surface 
lure, yet the fish may be in mid-depth 
or deep locations. To our “one-bait” fish- 
erman, that makes little difference; he’ll 
use that surface plug even with the bass 
down 20 feet. Of course, usually he won’t 
catch any fish, but that’s always the fault 
of the lake—never the fact that he’s using 
the wrong TYPE of lure in the wrong 
place in the lake. 

Actually the selection of the right type 
of artificial lure is far more important 
than the particular pattern or color to be 
used for there are certain definite things 
that make one type of bait right for each 
set of fishing conditions and wrong for 
other conditions. 

There are three basic types of lures for 
bait casting, trolling or spinning. They

are (1) surface lures, (2) mid-depth 
lures, and (3) deep-running lures. If you 
are to catch fish you must be right in the 
selection of which of these three basic 
types you are going to use. 

The depth at which you'll find ieee 
walleyes, northerns, trout, muskellunge, 
or panfish depends ehiefly on the water 
temperature and where the best fish food 
is available. Each species of fish has a 
favorite water temperature; but, also, fish 
like to eat, so first they go to the water 
level where the temperature is most com- 
fortable for them. If there is plenty of 
food they like there, fish stay in that lo- 
cality. If not, they go out of that water 
temperature and cover to the nearest 
place where they can find food, return- 
_ing to their comfortable water tempera- 
ture as soon as they have fed. 

Largemouth bass prefer 70-72 degrees 
water. Smallmouth bass like 67 degree 
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water temperature the best and trout 55- 
68 degrees, lake trout 40-45 degrees, and 
other species different water conditions. 
Charts are available on all these habits 
of our fresh water fish and any fishing 
thermometer will enable you to use them. 

Surface lures‘ are those that float and 
travel on the surface when retrieved. 
They work well when the game fish you 
are after are not more than 2 to 5 feet 
deep. Game fish will usually not come up 
more than 5 feet for a bait, and it’s better 
if they do not have to come up more than 
2 or 3 feet to get your lure. I prefer a 
bait that runs at a level about 2 feet 
above where I think the fish are lying. 

In surface lures, as in other types, 
ACTION is the most important charac- 
teristic of a bait. Give me a lure with the 
right action and I can usually get a strike 
in places where the fish are. But no mat- 
ter how good a lure looks, it is no good 
if it doesn’t have the right action. In sur- 
face lures, commotion and noise on the 
surface of the water have a definite bear- 
ing on the ability of the bait to draw 
strikes. This is especially true at night. 

Just a lot of noise or commotion doesn’t 
insure a good lure either. The noise and 
action in a surface lure should both sound 
and act like some struggling bug, frog, 
wounded minnow or other live edible 
thing in the water. 

Size is important in an artificial lure— 
surface or any other type. I like a lure 
that approximates the size of the fish food 
it imitates. Generally, small and medium 
size lures will get more strikes than large 
ones. Most bait casters use plugs that are 
too big for the average game fish they 
can expect to catch for they think the 
bigger the lure, the bigger the fish they 
will catch. This usually isn’t true. 

Weight of a bait casting lure is vitally 
important, too. While an expert caster 
can, with specialized equipment, cast ev- 
ery weight of lure from 1 ounce down to 
Y, ounce, the ordinary bait casting angler 
can handle % ounce lures better than 
those of any other weight. To cast well, 
the weight of your lure and the flexibility 
of your rod must balance. As practically 
all bait casting rods are balanced to fit 
a 5% ounce lure, you’d better select many 
of your lures to weigh % ounce. Expert 
bait casters who have rods that are longer 
and more flexible will also be wise to 
have and use a set of % ounce baits. Ex- 
cept when fishing for muskellunge and 
big northerns, you won’t need any bait

casting lures of any other weights than 
5g and % ounces. For trolling the weight 
of lure makes little difference. Any 
weight of lure that travels at the right 
depth will do. Weights of spinning lures 
are, of course, entirely different. 

As to colors, you can take your choice. 
The color any one fisherman has confi- 
dence in will probably do best for him. 
Actually, the only color fact important in 
surface baits is that a darker color is 
more easily seen in a surface lure because 
the fish see it as a silhouette against a 
light sky background. 

Surface lures are logically divided into 
weedlesseand open-hook types. You have 
to have a weedless lure to fish properly 
in heavy pads, weeds or water where 
there are a lot of unavoidable snags and 
brush. Where water is clear of weeds 
and snags, open-hook baits will usually 
land a larger percentage of strikes than 
will most weedless hook lures. 

A logical method of selecting surface 
lures is by the kind of fish food they imi- 
tate—in action, size, and looks. For sur- 
face lures, the two fish foods most imi- 
tated are frogs and minnows or small 
fish. Largemouth bass make the frog one 
of their favorite surface foods. For frog 
lures remember that a medium sized one 
is best, for most natural frogs that fish 
feed on are not large. 

As frogs are usually near weeds, weed- 
less hooks are commonly an advantage 
in a frog lure. Because about 60 per cent 
of all bass strikes come from the side of 
a lure, it is important that a frog which 
is largely used for bass fishing should 
have hooks hung to land a good percent- 
age of side strikes. Considering that the 
40 per cent of bass strikes that do not 
come from the side but from the rear, I 
believe it logical that hooks hung at a 
45 degree angle to each side and 45 de- 
gree to the rear should give the maximum 
hooking efficiency. A series of tests that 
I made last summer while working out 
ideal specifications for a new lure strong- 
ly indicate that this formula is correct. 


While it isn’t natural for most minnows 
to swim on the surface unless hurt, there 
are a number of very successful floating 
or surface lures that imitate minnows. 
I think the fish take them for wounded 
minnows or small fish. Some of these 
lures have spinners to give commotion 
and some action to the lure, while others 
have a surface wobbling action due to 
lips of various shapes. Still others de- 
pend on a popper-type head for some 
action. And be sure your surface lure or 
any other bait casting or trolling bait has 
plenty of action. 

Another good type of surface lure imi- 
tates some of the many forms of aquatic 
insects. While such imitations are much 
more common for fly fishing, a good imi- 
tation of one of the larger floating aquat- 
ic insects makes a surface lure for bait 
casting that will take bass and is a fine 
lure for big trout. Hook sizes on this type 
of lure should be a size or two smaller 
than on the frog or minnow-type lures. 
For insect imitation bait casting lures for 
large rainbow, brook or brown trout, 
hooks of No. 4 and No. 2 sizes work well. 
I like a single hook for insect-imitation 
bait casting lures and don’t get one with 
a wide, hard body for it won’t hook well 
because the hard wide body will shove

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The most widely used basic type of bait 
casting lure is the mid-depth lure. This 
_kind of bait fishes at a depth of from 1 
foot to 5 feet below the surface. Action 
_ again is its most important characteristic. 
Action in a mid-depth bait may come 
from an action lip, from spinners or from 
flexible nylon, soft rubber, or plastic ma- 
terial that wriggles in the water as the 
lure is retrieved. From whatever source 
_it comes, you must have action in your 
lure if it is to catch fish successfully. 
__ Some of the good mid-depth lures are 
_ made weedless. You will need both kinds. 
I prefer 3/0 hook where the bait has two 
_ single hooks; 4/0 where you use a single 
hook and 2/0 size for trebles. A size or 
two up or down is largely a matter of 
personal preference; but be sure you 
_ keep all your hooks filed or honed sharp. 
That is vitally important. 
_ Colors in mid-depth lures can logically 
be lighter than for surface lures because 
fish see them by reflected light rather 
than as dark silhouettes against a light 
_ background. 

Unquestionably minnow imitations are 
more generally used for mid-depth lures 
_ than are any other kinds. 

Frog lures that dive under the surface 
of the water when retrieved are mid- 
depth lures technically even though they 

stay so close to the surface as to be semi- 
surface baits. As a matter of fact frog- 

imitation lures will take bass effectively 
even if run down 5 feet or more deep, 

even though live frogs do not very often 
- swim that deep. 

- A mid-depth lure makes sense when it 
‘imitates a small bluegill, sunfish, bull- 
head, perch, or any other small fish. 

Except for shape and coloration, such 
_mid-depth lures follow the same speci- 
fications as the minnow imitation baits. 

A thoroughly good mid-depth lure type 
is a bait that imitates a hellgramite or 
other nymph or larva of some of the 

larger aquaceous insects. The trick here 

is to get a lure with enough weight to 
east and that has action and is also soft- 
bodied. Frequently this would require a 
spinner and lure combination. In this 
type of bait could also be classified imita- 
tions of a cricket, a grub, a corn-borer, a 
weed worm, a beetle and a saw-fly. Not 
much ingenuity along these lines has yet 
been shown by commercial lure manu- 
facturers but good baits imitating these 
acceptable fish foods will take game fish 
very satisfactorily. 

Some mid-depth lures that represent 
fresh water shrimps take fish very nicely, 
mostly in southern and brackish waters. 
Imitations of a cockroach, if made to look, 
act, and feel like the natural insect, will 
take fish too. 

There are a lot of very fine mid-depth 
lures in the classification of spoons and 
spinners. Technically a spinner is any- 

thing that spins around the axis of the 
bait or line. A spoon wobbles but does 
not spin. Both are thoroughly good baits. 
Many are used with treble hooks covered 
with feathers or bucktail, and many, 
pecially the wobbling spoons, are best

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used with pork rind or pork rind “frogs.” 
Weedless models of the better wobbling 
spoons are very successful. 

In deep-running lures, there is no doubt 
but that the two most widely used are 
those imitating a crawfish and minnow. 
Certainly crawfish are found in the 
stomachs of more bass, especially small- 
mouth bass, than any other food. While 
good crawfish imitation lures are very 
rare, I strongly believe that this is only 
because so far lure manufacturers have 
not been able to solve the difficulties of 
making a crawfish lure that sufficiently 
resembled a natural crawfish in action, 
looks and feel. 

Fortunately there are a lot of excellent 
imitations of minnows, perch, sunfish and 
suckers that are deep running. Most of 
these are of the wobbler type or else get 
their action from spinners. Some also 
use special body shapes for their action, 
and again flexible appendages like pork 
rind, nylon and rubber are used to give 
wriggling action in the water. Action 
should be good at slow speeds. This is 
because fish lying in deep water are fre- 
quently resting and are less inclined to 
want to outswim a fast moving lure. 
Colors in deep running baits should be 
lighter than in mid-depth lures and much 
lighter than for surface baits. 

Hooking setup can be the same as for 
mid-depth lures as to sizes of hooks, but 
for an ideal deep-running lure the design 
of bait and hook placement should be 
such that the lure won’t snag when fished 
on the bottom or very close to it. In 
deep-running lures this means that hooks 
should be placed differently or turned 
upwards instead of downward. This is 
both because a deep-running lure is usu- 
ally struck from above and because hooks 
that run with the bend up won’t snag the 
bottom. 

While it is hard to find any deep run- 
ning bait casting lures that imitate the 
bottom-habitat nymphs and larvae of 
aquatic insects, these lures are fine fish 
takers whenever baits are used that suc- 
cessfully imitate these fish foods in ac- 
tion, shape, size and feel. 

Wobbling spoons and spinners are just 
as successful for deep-running lures as in 
mid-depth use. As these metal spoons 
and spinners sink, you can use them as 
deep running baits by letting them sink 
at the end of the cast and retrieving 
slowly enough to keep the lure down deep 
enough. Sometimes a keel-type sinker 
has to be used to get depth. 

This matter of the best deep-running 
lures for bait casting is a field where 
progressive large manufacturers could 
well do some intelligent research and de- 
velopment of new bait designs. 

Just a word on leaders for bait casting. 
Nylon monofilament leaders for both bait 
casting and trolling will increase your 
strikes about one-third. Use a leader 
just a little shorter than the length of 
your rod. About 6-pound test is right 
for most bait casting leaders for bass and 
similar sized fish. You may need a 6-inch 
soft wire trace for muskies, big northerns 
and large walleyes. 

By all means, in selecting your bait 
casting lures, pick one or two representa- 
tives of each type of lure, rather than a 
lot of different brands of the same type 
of lure. FRANK R, STEEL

In these days of heavy angling pressure 
it is almost impossible to find a piece of 
water where bass are not worked over 

daily by a wide variety of baits and lures 
and, as a result, have become timid. 

So the bass fisherman who uses fly rod 
lures has an advantage. 

In the first place, the lures land lightly 
upon the water but with disturbance 
to attract the bass rather than to disturb 

them. Such is not always possible when 
the casting rod is used. 

Secondly, it is far easier to impart life- 
like motion to a fly rod lure than to a 

casting rod plug, although obviously the 
angler with the casting rod is able to 
cover a greater expanse of water. 

Many lures made for use with the fly 
rod are exact miniatures of casting rod 

plugs and perform the same antics in the 
water. 

The Feather Minnow 
The feather minnow, which has a body 
of cork or light wood or plastic, with 
trailing hackle wings, is an effective bass 
lure. Basically, it represents a minnow. 

By erratic movements of the rod, it can 
be made to dive and to struggle back to 
the surface. Or it can be used entirely 
on the surface, moving it along with 
twitches of the rod. These are two ways 
of making the fish mistake the lure for 

an injured, struggling minnow. Fishing 
the feather minnow on the surface is es- 
pecially effective at night. 

The lure also can be made to dart 
about beneath the surface of the water 
and thus represent a feeding minnow. In 

“spite of its floating qualities, the feather 
minnow will stay below the surface if it 
is retrieved at a rapid pace. 


For Walleyed Pike 
~The walleye is a fish prized not only for 
its fighting spirit, but also for its tasty 
flesh. It is to be found in certain well- 
defined places. 

In any body of water it prefers clean, 

cool water of fairly good depth with a 
rock or gravel bottom. This species of 
fish is a deep feeder as a rule, although it 
will occasionally take a surface lure. 
_ In large creeks and rivers it favors deep 
‘pools such as are found at the foot of 
falls or rapids, and in hot weather it 
seeks out places where small feeder 
streams pour fresh, cool water into the 
main river. At times it will even run up 
feeder streams in search of food. 

The walleyed pike loves action in its 
prey. Live minnows are favorites with 
many anglers. Just as effective are plugs 
and spoons which have plenty of life and 
glitter. Such lures, however, should be 
fished slowly as a rule. 


Bass Bug Tackle 

More and more every year, anglers are 
turning to bugs made of cork, wood, and 
deer hair as bass lures. And every be-

cast. Only through use of a heavier line 
can the angler be sure he will place the 
lure where he wants it to land with a 
minimum of fuss. 

The leader also should be heavier, for 
two reasons. First, an extremely light 
leader will throw the bass bug cast off 
time and balance. Secondly, a bass takes 
a bug with such a vigorous strike that a 
leader that is too light will break under 
the strain. 

Leader material of four or six pounds 
test is about right. A tapered leader is 
just as advantageous in bass bug fishing 
as it is in fly fishing for trout. 


Make the Spinner Tumble 
Do you know what it means to tumble a 
spinner? If you do not, you have a new 
fishing thrill in store. 

Tumbling is simple. Just cast the spin- 
ner, as you are accustomed to doing, but 
do not retrieve it in the ordinary way— 
that is, moving it through the water at a 
certain constant level. 

This time begin the ‘retrieve by lifting 
the tip of the rod and at the same time 
strip in a couple of feet of line. This will 
cause the spinner not only to move for- 
ward but also to rise up to or near the 
surface of the water. Lower the tip of 
the rod, while holding the line steady, 
and the spinner will begin to flutter back 
down toward the bottom. After a brief 
pause repeat the process, each time taking 
in a couple of feet of line until the re- 
trieve has been completed. 

The secret is this: The spinner, rising 
briskly to the surface and then wobbling 
back down into the water, looks very 
much like an injured minnow trying to 
escape from a place of danger. 

And many a smart old bass or pike has 
attacked such a lure with a smash—while 
it is doing its fluttering act. 


Take Plenty of Time 

In almost any kind of fishing the natural 
tendency of the angler is to try to cover 
too much water area in too short a time. 
There always is the attraction of the pool 
or riffle just ahead, and if the fish happen 
to be striking slowly there is the gnawing 
suspicion that there aren’t any good fish 
within reach anyhow. 

But successful anglers know they will 
get far better results by fishing a limited 
expanse of water thoroughly than they 
could by just skimming over a whole lot 
of river or creek. 

The trout angler may have to float a 
dry fly over a hot spot half a dozen times 
before a fish makes a pass at it. The bass 
fisherman may have to allow the bronze- 
back to look at the lure a couple of times 
before a strike is forthcoming. It may be 
necessary to make a painstaking explora- 
tion of the water to find where the fish 
are located. 

So, take plenty of time in your fishing!

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mouth bass. It is used successfully by 
some trout anglers. It has proved a good 
lure for rockbass and the like. 
The obvious conclusion is that any 
angler will do well to have some varieties 
of floating plugs in his tackle box. 


Bulky Flies for Bass 
The reason for it is beside the point, but 
the fact is that bass will strike at wet 
flies provided they are large and bulky 
enough, 

True, undersized bass will often be 
hooked on wet flies such as are used for 
trout angling. 

But wet flies made especially for bass 
fishing—whether intended for use alone 
or with a spinner—have fatter bodies, 
heavier hackles, and bigger wings. 

Bass wet flies also differ from trout wet 
flies in the matter of color. As against 
the drab appearance of the average trout 
fly, the bass wet fly is a combination of 
greens, reds, and yellows, for these spec- 
tacular colors have an appeal to the bass. 

Keep these points in mind when buying 
or making bass flies. 


Panfish for a Break 
And now if the niceties of bass fishing 
get you down at times, or the bass just 
refuse to co-operate, turn to panfish and 
relax. 
Panfish are not strictly bait-lovers, as 
some anglers think. 
They will take both wet and dry flies. 
They go for fly and spinner combinations. 
_ They show a real interest in small plugs. 
_ Panfish are game fighters, too. They 
feel like lunkers when the angler uses a 
rod weighing three or four ounces and a 
fine leader. 
And they’re in a biting mood most of 
the time. 


Pike Hot Weather Fish 
Members of the pike family have one 
characteristic that is a real break for the 
summer fisherman. They have appetites 
that seem never to be satisfied, and as a 
result they will feed many times when 
other species of fish are taking time out 
because of hot weather. 

Not only do pike feed often, but when 
they are feeding they also can consume 
enormous quantities of minnows and 
other forage. That fact also works in 
favor of the fisherman. And, finally, a 
pike is likely to strike a plug or spoon

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Pictures of Your Fishing 


In these days of heavy fishing, and a 
growing resolution of real sportsmen to 
kill fewer fish, an angler’s creel can be 
just as heavy with pleasure as with trout 
or bass. 


One way to make that load of pleasure 
heavier is to make a picture record of 
your fishing trips—of trout and bass 
streams and lakes and of fishing com- 
panions. 


This writer has a 35 millimeter camera, 
encased in a field case and hanging at his 
side on a stout strap, with which he has 
made a picture record of every fishing 
trip the last season. Though made by a 
genuine amateur in photography, not one 
of the films has turned out badly, so that 
a whole album has been filled with pic- 
tures that can bring back memories 
enough to engross a man for a whole 
evening. 

An expensive camera is not necessary 
at all. But a small one is recommended 
so that it can be carried and used with 
ease.

Picture in your mind a stream that is 
all shallow flats and riffle. How much 
angling do you suppose you could do in 
it—for trout and bass, especially? 
It is the stream pool that makes fish- 
ing possible. 
In the first place, it is the home of the 
fish. The depth of its water and the 
rocks, stumps, or other obstructions it 
contains provide places of shelter for fish. 
In shallow, open water fish must hide 
most of the time to avoid their enemies. 
But in the stream pool fish know they 
are more secure, so they move about 
- freely a greater portion of the time 
and thus provide the angler more op- 
portunity to catch them. 
_ Pools also are the “cafeterias” of fish 
life. They are the collecting places of 
all natural foods which fish consume. 
- Pools are life savers for fish in extremes 
of water stages and temperatures. When 
the water in the whole stream is low and 
warm, in mid-summer, the fish find 
plenty of cool water in the depths of a 
Stream pool. When a stream goes on a 
rampage, sweeping all before it, the fish 
have a refuge in the depths of a pool. — 
The pool has its attractions for the 
angler as well as for the fish. Its placid 
depth is a place of mystery, and every 
true angler thrills to its challenge. It is 
a place of shade and quiet, where a man 
can relax and rest a while in his day’s 
angling. 
_ Yes, fishing would be difficult and not 
nearly so pleasant were it not for the 
Epols in a stream. 
2 Bass in the Riffles 
Closing months of the fishing season em- 
phasize the fact that smallmouth bass 
do a lot of feeding in stream riffles. 
Weather and water conditions during 
the hot months may force them to stick 
retty much to deep water, but by Sep- 
ember and October the waters cool, and 
bass also become more active. They

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such bulky forage as minnows and craw- | 


fish. So it is logical to use small artificial 
lures in fishing for them. 

Secondly, with large numbers of anglers 
working over our lakes and streams, a big 
plug is much more likely to frighten the 
fish than is a small one. The fishing pres- 
sure has made the bass more wary. 

Finally, it is easier to hook bass with 
the midget lures. The fish usually takes 
the whole plug into its mouth. And even 
the biggest bass doesn’t do that with the 
larger sizes of plugs. 


Keep the Lures Clean 


Dead leaves and other debris are trade- 
marks of late summer and autumn obvious 
on all streams and lakes. 

And they remind the fisherman of the 
necessity for keeping his lures clean. A 
bit of leaf or a strand of moss clinging to 
a plug or spoon is certain to keep the fish 
away. 

Under some conditions, it may be neces= 
sary to inspect the lure after each cast, 
but it is well worth the time it takes. 


Slow Trolling Is Best 


Cooler weather whets the appetite of 
walleyed pike and all other species of 
fish, but the walleye is a fish of deliberate 
habits, so a word of caution is in order. 
In trolling either bait or artificial lures 
for this species, move the lure as slowly

as possible without snagging it on the 
bottom. 

A fast-moving lure is more likely to 
frighten than it is to interest a slow and 
cautious walleye. 


Old Lures Still Good 


There is a vast variety of lures for the 
casting rod on the market today. Some- 
times a fisherman is puzzled as to which 
one to use. 

A spoon that darts and wobbles through 
the water was one of the first casting lures 
ever manufactured. 

It still ranks as one of the most effective 
of them all. 


Two Kinds of Tapers 


There are two general types of tapered 
lines, and each one has its own particular 
purpose. 

One is the conventional double-taper, 
which is excellent for dry fly fishing and 
in the use of small, light bass surface 
lures. 

The other is the quick-tapered line, 
which is intended for use when fishing 
with wet flies or large bass surface lures 
that have considerable wind resistance. 

The ordinary double-tapered line is too 
light for handling the more bulky lures. 
The quick-tapered line is too prone to 
sink to be satisfactory for the dry flies 
and lighter bass lures. 


Tackle Roundup 


The Amherst Fishing Rod Co., Amherst, 
Mass., produced its first rod only last year 
but already the fly and spinning rods are 
meeting with the approval of anglers.

all about smallmouths, trout, and pike. 
He was a confirmed carper. And he still 
is. 
“One of these days,” says Jack, “I'll get 
one of those big fellows as far as the 
beach.” 

For Jack has had three hooks straight- 
ened out, four lines broken, and _ his 
knuckles bear the marks of numerous 
other struggles. He has beaten eight- 
pounders, but insists that he’s had at least 
one thirty pounder on the end of a line 
that wouldn’t hold. 

“Hooking those big ones,” he once re- 
marked, studying line-grooved thumbs, 
“is a lot like throwing a lasso around a 
railroad train.” 

That’s another advantage to fishing for 
carp. They grow much larger than any 
other fish in most states. And they’re 
easy to catch because of their plentitude. 

A carp fight is a lot like a fight with a 
bulldog. Usually, the fish will run either 
directly away from the fisherman or 
straight at him. If he’s big, and runs 
straight away, he’ll go so fast, you'll burn 
a thumb on the reel trying to slow him 
up. And when he comes at you, the reel- 
ing must be done in a heck of a hurry 
or he'll get slack line and spit the bait. 

The successful carp fisherman is alert. 
Hooking the quarry is a problem that 
demands precision treatment. By virtue 
of his toothless, turned-down mouth, the 
carp sucks the batt off the bottom, taking 
it gently and with slow pulls, like a turtle. 
Then he slowly moves off, in his broad- 
shouldered clumsy way. If the fisherman 
jerks too soon, he’ll miss. If he’s too late, 
he’ll find the bait gone. 

It’s when the carp feels the sting of the 
hook that lights begin to flash. In an 
instant the easy-going, sleepy marauder 
changes to a bull-necked tantrum, faster 
than a smallmouth—and twice as strong. 
Comes then the barked-knuckle season. 

We've found the best way to catch carp 
is much like the best way to catch chan- 
nel catfish—stick the end of your pole, 
preferably stiff calcutta, in the mud bank 
of the stream. When the end of the line 
begins to bob, pick it up, and strike. The 
amount of time necessary for this ma- 
neuver will give the fish time to suck in 
the bait. 

Then expect a fight! For this fish packs 
a wallop like Kickapoo Joy Juice! If over 
two pounds, the carp doesn’t wear out in 
a hurry. He’ll run, and keep running 
until he’s half dead. Then you may land 
him. We never try to “horse” a carp, any 
more than one would a muskie. Remem- 
ber, the carp may be just as large as the 
muskie! A broken line or straightened 
hook will result. 

Occasionally, the carp will break water. 
When he does, he'll splash like Primo 
Carnera in a bathtub. More often, how- 
ever, he’ll hug the bottom, and keep such 
a strain on the line, the novice fisherman 
never knows when to try retrieving. And 
when the carp cuts and runs for it, he 
does it quick—he’ll jerk the reel handle 
away from you or break the line then and 
there. 

Although his reputation is unsavory, 
the carp isn’t as much a scavenger fish as

of carp. The first named is the most 
widely used. The fisherman cooks his 
bait (cornmeal) the night before he 
fishes. 

Ries Tuttle, the Des Moines outdoor 
columnist, and I visited Storm Lake, Iowa, 
on the opening day of the walleye season 
a couple of years ago. All around the 
lake the carp were spawning. They were 
in the shallows, rolling and pitching and 
splashing. We could see their tails when 
they dived after a roll. They were big 
fish—ten, twenty, thirty pounds. Some 
probably larger. 

We thought at the time what sport it 
would be to catch those fish on hook and 
line. But when carp are splashing, they 
seldom take food. When carp water is 
quiet, they'll bite. 

We’ve never caught any of those big 
Storm Lake fish, but many, many anglers 
from northwest Iowa have. 

Most carp fishing throughout the United 
States is done in streams. These fish like 
quiet water and deep holes. The slow 
eddies above a dam, or a big drift, are 
good spots to try. Deeper the water, the 
better. Scott street bridge in Des Moines, 
over a dam, is a favored spot. I’ve seen 
as high as 300 carp fishermen line that 
bridge at twilight to angle for carp. 

If a fisherman gets a big one on, every- 
one makes room for him, taking in their 
lines while the lucky fisherman works 
his catch to the end of the bridge and 
into shallow water, walks around the 
abutment to the water’s edge, and, if 
lucky, lands ‘his fish. 

Like the days when I was young, a 
carp can provide life’s big moment for the 
kids. 

Last spring I made the rounds of the 
Des Moines lakes on Kid’s Fish Day. Ar- 
riving at Witmer Lake, I was just in time 
to see a little blonde girl haul a rollick- 
ing five-pound carp from the water to the 
bank, and to see her companion do a 
header smack on top of the flouncing fish. 

From all sides, children flocked, form- 
ing a huge circle around the captured 
prize. But the little girl vanished. Then 
I spotted her, going over the hill on the 
dead run. She disappeared. No one knew 
where she was headed. 

In a few minutes, the mystery was 
solved. The little blonde came prancing 
back, leading her father. 

“See, Daddy!” she yelled, when they’d 
elbowed through the crowd to the fish. 
“See what I caught!” 

I don’t recall ever watching a happier 
child. 

Whoever said carp were unfit to eat 
didn’t know what he was talking about. 
It’s true that carp taken from shallow 
water in late July and August are soft 
and they do take on the taste of the vege- 
tation in such warm waters—just as a 
northern pike or a bass does. I wouldn’t 
want to eat any fish caught from such 
water. Neither do I like a trout fresh 


from a hatchery where he’s been fed on 
_ liver. 


But a carp caught in the deep holes of 


a stream where the water is cool, or from 
_a deep lake, is a white-meated delicacy.

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If a carp weighs less than two pounds, 
the small bones can be scored. If he 
weighs more than two, they can be re- 
moved by studying the bone pattern. This 
is the main fault in carp—bones—and it 
can be handled. 

The best size to eat, I think, is one 
from two to three pounds. A good point 
to remember is to cut off the red streak 
down each side of the meat. Soak in 
salt water. Fry in deep fat, like a wall- 
eye. 

As for tackle, a stiff pole is best if the 
carp run is large. If they are small, a 
fly rod gives the most fun. Line should 
be long and reel large, for the carp runs 
far if he has any size to him. A salt 
water reel, full of line, is a favorite 
weapon. A light sinker, so the fish can’t 
feel the weight when he moves off with 
the bait, proves most successful. Best 
of all is a weight with a hole through it, 
which lies on the bottom, so the line will 
slip through it when the fish runs. 

A cardinal rule in carp fishing is never 
to leave the point of the hook exposed. 
Fishermen find that a carp will exude 
the bait at once if it feels the hook be- 
fore setting time. 

“As scary as a trout,” is the way carp 
fishermen describe this husky. These 
anglers creep up to the bank of a stream 
to begin fishing; never do they walk 
heavily, or slide down a bank to the 
stream’s edge. They take every precau- 
tion to keep the carp from seeing them. 

Carp feed in schools. It is unusual for 
carp and catfish to be caught in the same 
holes. It’s either one or the other. When 
a fisherman finds a carp school, he can 
catch eight or nine in the same spot if 
he’s careful about noise, and doesn’t let 
the excitement get the best of him. 

But it’s hard to keep from shouting at 
the top of your lungs when that carp guy 
begins his run, and you feel your spine 
begin to shiver, and your jaw sets tight, 
and your reel hums a fierce tune. Chances 
are, you'll let it out! A real fisherman 
can hardly help himself, THE END 


Angling Tips 
Game fish are controlled by water and 
feed conditions, just like robot planes. If 
you know what fish do under a given set 
of conditions, you can tell where they 
will be, what they will do and what 
kind of bait they will take—if any.

About 90 per cent of that hazard the 
_ average fisherman knows as bad luck can 
be taken out of the sport of angling. 

This is not to say, of course, that luck 
does not enter into fishing. Every man 

who ever tried to catch a trout or bass 

knows it does. For example, he may find 

a few hours to devote to the sport when 

stream and weather conditions are just 

right and the fishing is best. 

But the angler who consistently re- 
turns with a heavy creel or, if he prefers 
to release most of the fish he catches, 
with a story of a thrilling day astream, 
doesn’t put his trust in the whims of 
fate. Rather, he has a knowledge, based 
on experience and reading, of the fine 

points of the sport. 

ES These are legion in number. It has 
been truly said that a fisherman never 
knows all there is to learn about catch- 
_ ing fish. Half a dozen, however, are out- 
standing. Yet at the same time they are 
_within the grasp of all who fish. They 
may be listed as follows: 

1. Proper tackle. 

2. Knowledge of fish habits. 

3. Correct selection of lures. 

4. Knowing when to use artificial lures 
or bait. 

5. Proper use of tackle. 

6. A variety of fishing methods. 

Take the matter of proper tackle. Most 
of our public waters are hard-fished, 
which means that trout and bass are 
wary and wise. That means that use of 
‘the lightest possible tackle is called for, 
since it is obvious that the lighter the 
tackle, the less disturbance is created. 

To be more specific, realize that a three- 
foot section of heavy gut, slapped down 
on the water, will send trout scurrying 
in all directions. But a nine-foot leader 
of tapered gut falls lightly as a thistle 
on the surface of the brook, and the 
trout scarcely notice it. 

The angler who uses a nine-foot rod 
weighing six ounces in fishing a mountain 
brook soon becomes so hopelessly tangled 
in the underbrush and overhanding trees 
that he can’t catch trout. And the fish- 
erman who wades into a broad river with 
a seven-foot, four-ounce fly rod in quest 
of bass won’t be able to get his bait or 
lure within fifty feet of the fish. Or if he 
- does, and a good fish strikes, he’ll prob- 
__ ably have a broken rod as his sole trophy. 
Our hypothetical anglers, you see, have 
_ themselves reversed. The fairy wand is 
for the little trout brook; the heavy rod 
for bigger water and bigger fish. 

Then there is the point of fish habits. 

Nobody knows them all, naturally, but a 
_ few are essential. 
- ‘The biggest brown trout, for example, 
_ do most of their feeding at night. There- 
_ fore, the hours from sunset toward mid- 
_ night are best for fishing for this game- 
ster. 

Fish in lakes and big rivers feed at 
different levels in the water from day to 
day. So at one time the angler must get 
his bait down to the bottom; at another 
e a couple of feet off the bottom; or

When you go out on the stream with great expectations in your heart but never 
get a chance to slug it out with even a piddling little crappie, blame it on your- 
self for not taking along a Flatfish.

again only a bit under the surface. For 
the same reason, the dry fly takes trout 
one day, and a wet fly may be required 
24 hours later on the very same stretch 
of water. 

In waters swollen by rains or spring 
thaws fish feed in the eddies and in the 
shelter of rocks and other obstructions. 
So the angler must seek them there, not 
in the racing current. 

Every species of fish has its favorite 
type of food—the trout, insects and min- 
nows; the bass, frogs, minnows and hell- 
grammites, to mention only a few. The 
successful angler uses these kinds of bait 
or artificial lures that are imitations of 
them. 

Our third and fourth essentials—cor- 
rect selection of lures and knowing when 
to use artificial lures or bait—follows 
naturally. The points can best be made 
by a number of specific illustrations. 

When minnows leap frantically out of 
the water along shore, while the water 
surface bulges behind them, hungry bass 
are chasing them. Minnows are then the 
bait to use—or, better still, a fly and 
spinner or a streamer fly. 

If a trout pool is undisturbed at a time 
when the angler feels certain the fish 
must be feeding, the answer is the trout 
probably are finding their forage beneath 
the surface. Then is when the bait angler 
has his best chance. Or the wet fly will 
bring results. 

If cream-colored natural flies are hatch- 
ing, the trout fisherman must imitate 
them as best he can. The Light Cahill 
naturally is his first choice, but if that 
fails he should be wise enough to use any 
other of a similar color and size. (And 
if that fails, a fly of some sharply con- 
trasting color may do the trick.) 

Both the plug and bait angler must 
know the type of forage in a particular 
stream. Hellgrammites, for example, are 
utterly useless in some lakes although 
they are deadly bait in a nearby river. 
The reason is the bass in the lake don’t 
eat hellgrammites. There is none in 
the lake. A grasshopper, either natural 
or imitation, should be used when grass- 
hoppers are abundant in the fields, not 
sooner or later. 

Many other examples might he cited. 
But these make the point. 

It’s surprising how many anglers over- 
look the fact that there is a time to use 
bait and a time to use artificial lures. 

A stream that is high and off color is 
no place for a dry fly. Nor is a crystal- 
clear, low creek in mid-summer the 
proper setting for a ball of night-crawlers. 

Hot weather keeps fish down near the 
bottom in deep water and drives them 
out of shallow water most of the time. 
So bait or lure must be of the size and 
type to go deep. A floating fly is no good. 

A heavy hatch of flying insects calls for 
a floating fly. The worm can or minnow 
bucket do just as much good when left 
at home. 

Proper use of tackle also is essential. 

The dry fly must be greased and used 
with a leader light enough to permit it 
to ride high on the surface of the water. 

The wet fly must sink—so it must be 
fished with a leader that also sinks, and 
with a split shot or two if necessary to 
get it down. 

Live bait such as a minnow, hellgram-

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-shelled crab, must be kept 
mnsta tly in the water, else they 
Ww ide under rocks, or the fish, seeing 
them motionless, will think them dead. 
The angler must use a rod strong 
enough to handle and a leader strong 
enough to hold the average-sized fish in 
a stream in which he angles. A leader 
tapered to 4X is fine for trout of medium 
size, but fishing for hard-fighting small- 
mouth bass calls for stout gut—of six or 
eight ten pounds test, usually. 

With every plug on the market today is 
a slip of paper explaining how to use that 
plug properly. But it’s amazing how 
many fishermen just toss the pamphlets 
away. 

Now lastly, consider the matter of a 
variety of fishing methods. 

Too many fishermen are content to go 
all through the season equipped with 
worms. They use garden worms, one at 
a time on a small hook for trout, and 
gradually work into big night-crawlers 
on heavy hooks for bass. When worms 
won't catch fish, they return home. 

There are purists, too, who fish from 
the beginning to the end of the trout sea- 
son with floating flies—and nothing else. 

There are legions of anglers who are 
skilled in the use of the fly rod but never 
have owned a casting rod. 

But the ability to use bait or artificial 
lures, fly rod or casting rod, surface lures 
and sunken lures as conditions may de- 
mand is not all there is to the matter. 

Sometimes the retrieve of a plug must 
be slow; at other times fast. Sometimes 
a plug should be retrieved at a steady 
pace through the water, but again errati- 
cally, with frequent complete stops of the 
forward motion. 

The accepted manner of fishing the cork 
or deer hair bass bug is to twitch it 
gently as it floats on the surface of the 
water. But some fine bass have been 
taken by anglers who let their bugs float 
freely with the current—as if dry fly 
fishing for trout—and by experienced 
fishermen who even allow the bugs to 
sink beneath the surface and then re- 
trieve them as they would a wet fly. 

A spinner takes bass when it is made 
to swim swiftly through the water like 


- a fast-moving minnow. But it also is 


deadly when it is raised to the surface 
and then permitted to flutter back down 
toward the bottom, without any tension 
of line and leader to restrain it. 

When fish refuse to take a fly that is 
an exact duplicate of natural insects, the 
veteran angler immediately turns to a fly 
either much larger or much smaller and 
takes fish. 

And some of the biggest early season 

- trout are caught by men who select deep 
creek pools and still-fish instead of wad- 
ing and whipping the stream. 

You can add to the list yourself by 
constant experimenting and by remem- 
bering—and repeating—the methods you 
used one day when the creel sagged 
heavily on your shoulder. 

It’s one of the best ways to remove that

experiment with lesser known lures. In 
all likelihood, either earthworms or honey 
bee larvae would have been just as effec- 
tive as horseweed worms but in bream 
fishing, “do as the Romans do”. If the 
fortunate angler suggests dough-balls 
even, give them a try! 

Aside from changing baits, consider 
habitat when the going gets tough. Nor- 
mally we expect to find bream in reason- 
ably shallow water that abounds with 
vegetation and debris. In fact, so firm 
has become this belief that many anglers 
fish nowhere else, quite often receiving 
nothing for their efforts except exercise. 
Water temperatures, wind conditions, and 
unknown factors can move bream from 
their normal habitat with the greatest of 
ease and even though outward conditions 
lead one to believe that bream are in the 
shallows, try the deep spots if the shal- 
lows fail. A casual conversation with a 
passing angler once led me to a limit 
of bream, after having spent an entire 
morning taking three undersized fish. 

The day was in June, the sun was 
beating down strongly but the water 
seemed cool aplenty. All morning long 
Johnnie and I had worked the shallows, 
using an assortment of baits and every 
method learned in many years of angling. 
Roaches, worms, bee larvae and flies and 
spinners had all failed miserably and 
anglers that we met were having the 
same results. Shortly before noon, we 
slid the boat: ashore and as we sat talk- 
ing, a fisherman of our acquaintance 
beached his boat nearby. “Boys”, he 
grunted, “damn if I know what’s the 
matter with them bream. I'll swear, I’d 
go back out there and try that old ‘blind 
mat’ in the middle of the lake if I had 
more time but I’m due back to town 
right now. Waters eight feet deep over 
the mat and you can’t see it unless you’re 
right over it but it’s just about fifty yards 
straight out from that cypress tree there. 
Last August I caught myself a mess of 
bream out of it, fishing right on the 
bottom.” 


Having nothing better to do, we entered 
the boat and eased out toward the mat. 
Peering intently downward into the gin 
clear water, we finally found it, a sunken 
cypress stump marking the spot. Negli- 
gently I held the boat while Johnnie 
slipped his quill up the line a full six 
feet and threaded on a roach. Casually 
he dropped it overboard and reached for 
a cigarette as the bait drifted slowly 
downward. Johnnie cupped a match, 
holding the rod in the crook of his arm 
but suddenly I realized that the quill was 
out of sight. “Pull!” I called, in my best 
skeet-shooting manner, and Johnnie 
pulled. The line cut through the water 
with a whistling sound but the split 
bamboo did its job and in a moment, a 
fat bluegill lay flopping in the boat. With- 
out a word, Johnnie threaded on another 
roach, dropped it overboard and repeated 
his performance, Gentlemen, I slipped the 
anchor overboard and joined him and 
within forty-five minutes we had taken 
enough fish for our needs without moving 
the boat! The “blind mat” had paid off 
but, best of all, we had learned that you — 
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oncerned, They may be | 
is ihe cal s and the deep spots 
‘the water in-between! 
A point worth remembering is that 
ven though bream are notorious 
schoolers”, they usually disperse and 
catter badly before leaving the shallows 
d taking to deep water. The successful 
ngier can save himself much effort by 
etermining this factor. Naturally, one 
hould continue to fish a spot for a short 
time at least after taking one fish but 
unless additional strikes are rather quick- 
y forthcoming, don’t waste too much time 
over that particular spot. Move along, 
concentrating on spots similar to the ones 


_ decent catch in a much shorter period 
of time. 

A good point to remember in bream 
fishing is to listen to the other fellow. 
‘Sometimes his methods may sound fan- 
astic but they are probably good, at 
least worth a trial. I once wrote a bream 
fishing yarn that brought me quite a 
number of letters from anglers all over 
he country. One particular letter stood 
ut, the fisherman that wrote it being 
2 real fanatic. He went into detail to 
ell me how he took bream from a moss 
infested lake in the midwest and his in- 
Senuity is worth passing along. 

It seems that the thick, green, “slime 
noss” had virtually taken his lake, having 
ettled just beneath the surface and mak- 
‘ing it almost impossible to reach the fish 
‘with conventional methods. Apparently 
‘the bream were plentiful but they merely 

enettated the moss beds, and stayed 
‘there, evidently finding all the food they 

equired in the moss itself. This angler, 
being of an open mind, experimented at 
length in lowering baits into the moss 
but his sinkers always became fouled 
with the stuff, to say nothing of covering 
nis bait. As a consequence, he took no fish 
intil one day, desperate, he removed his 
conventional sinker and float and fastened 
an extremely small minnow on a number 
‘six hook. He then flicked the minnow to 
the water and the minnow obligingly 
sarried the hook into the depth of the 
moss without fouling the rig in the least. 
He went on to say that the bream took 
ose minnows nicely, once they came 
nto view. 
Now it so happened that just such a 
lake exists within a few miles of my home 
nd the moss had always defeated me in 
actly the same manner. Naturally, I 
ed his method, following his instruc- 
ns to the letter and with good results. 
‘o be perfectly frank, minnows are not 
ne best bream bait available, but they 
vere the only bait that would propel 
emselves to the fish’s hideout. Roaches, 
crickets, and assorted worms would mere- 
lie domant atop the moss but those tiny 
tle minnows bored straight through the 
ff, making possible some decent catches 
m a body of water that I had always 
msidered not fishable.

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the most universally accepted method 
is with the use of a limber cane pole, 
light line and quill and assorted baits. 
Some of the favorite baits in use are 
cockroaches, crickets, earthworms, horse- 
weed worms, honey bee and wasp larvae, 
and Catalpa worms. All of them will take 
fish at times but, as a general rule, I 
prefer insects over worms for bream. A 
flyrod makes an excellent substitute for 
a cane pole, being much preferable in my 
opinion. With a good quality light flyrod, 
the angler can lengthen or shorten his 
casts with ease, eliminating the necessity 
of swinging a long line when fishing close 
up. An automatic reel comes into its 
own in bream fishing, handling the line 
problem with the greatest of ease. 

In many localities, fly fishing is con- 
sidered the only method and while it 
has its points, I personally prefer to fish 
for bream with live bait. There are times, 
however, when small, dark flies with tiny 
spinners will produce fish when live 
bait fails and this method is especially 
good when your fish are scattered and 
not schooled. Occasionally, miniature pop- 
ping bugs will take bream, especially 
in early morning and at dusk. Many 
strikes are lost on popping bugs but it 
is rare good sport, nevertheless. One 
point to remember in bug fishing is that 
the bream’s mouth is small and he must 
score a direct hit on the bug to become 
hooked. Consequently, one should move 
the bug quite slowly, allowing it to rest 
motionless on the surface for several 
seconds at a stretch which will give your 
quarry a better opportunity to hit the 
lure squarely. 

So, as my friend George says, “Get 
out of that rut where bream fishing is 
concerned and do yourself some experi- 
menting. Anybody.can catch ‘em when 
they’re bitin’ but it takes a fisherman 
to bring home the bacon when they’ré 
off their feed!” THE END

will land out where the fish are undis- 
turbed and uninhibited. And then there 
are those who select a plug with proved 
color and action, move quietly along the 
lake or stream shore with boots or boat, 
and throw it where the fish are! s 

I belong to that last group. If there is 
one fundamental of casting that has paid 
off over the years it is the ability to 
throw a plug where I wanted it to go. 
To begin with, bass love cover—lily pads 
or reeds, half-submerged logs, cut-under 
banks, and like places. A cast a yard from 
such a haven is likely to go unnoticed. 
A toss two feet away may, but probably 
will not, instigate some action. But throw 
that enticer from six inches to a foot in 
front of that bass’ nose and zowie! He 
takes and hard. 

This matter of accuracy has been 
proved a hundred times in my experience. 
It was most graphically shown on the 
Siltcoos River in coastal Oregon. A half 
day’s casting a foot from the bank pro- 
duced no results, But when I laid the 
same lure four to six inches from the 
cut-bank — boy, I really had myself a 
time with the big bronzebacks!

reel in a surface plug. 

4 How then, one might ask, does one get 
“the lure back to the boat? Twitch it, and 
reel up the slack line. Repeat the treat- 
ment all the way back to the boat. 

This makes for a succession of twitches, 
“none of them very long, by movement 
of the rod tip. If the fisherman jerks in- 
stead of giving the bait a twitch, the slack 
line will be so great that a bass can hit 

the plug and spit it out before the fisher- 
man can take up the slack. That I learned 
the hard way! 

Frequently, I cast a plug to the rushes 

and let it lay there for half a minute or 
more before giving it the first twitch. 
“Most bass are caught on that first twitch. 
They’re watching to see the plug move. 
So why hurry it away from them? Ever 
try looking steadily at a sizzling steak 
for half a minute? What happens to your 
_ appetite? 

~ If someone tried to take that steak 
away from me after that half minute, 
he’d get his arm bitten off. A bass, I guess, 
_feels the same way. 


DICK FORTNEY— 


Every kind of bass fishing is fun, but none 
has the appeal for me that lies in angling 
with helgrammites. And here is a trick 
with this type of bait that has brought 

many a fine bronzeback to my landing 
net. 

Cast the helgrammite into a pool, and 
-allow it to sink slowly to the bottom. But 
-the instant the bait touches—and you 
learn quite easily to get the feel of that 
_moment—begin a slow retrieve of the line 
with the fingers of the left hand. 
Keep the bait constantly in motion— 
but very, very slowly. Let it bump along 
the tops of small rocks, make it crawl 
over the surface of big stones, and twitch 
it along over fine gravel or mud. 

_ If the water is clear, you can see what 
happens. A nice bass willk.spot the mov- 
ing bait, follow it a short distance, seize 
‘it and start off. Then set the hook, and 
the fun begins. 
— T’ve tried this stunt dozens of times, 
with always the same result. If the hel- 
grammite is permitted to lie motionless, 
‘it is ignored, but the instant the slow re- 
| trieve is begun it attracts attention.

Long casts, especially when the water is 
gin-clear, frequently are essential in out- 
| witting large and smallmouth bass. But 
there are times when short casts add more 
fish to the stringer. 
- When bass are feeding close in or right 
on the shoreline, and the water’s not too 
‘clear, try paddling your canoe or boat 
arallel to the shore and out about 10 
ce 15 yards.

Lubrication for Motors . 


The proper oils and grease always should 


be used to protect the life of a motor 


The other day I overhead the owner of a 
new ten horse outboard motor remark to 
the dealer: “Ill be glad when I get that 
motor broken in so I can cut down on 
that half pint of oil in every gallon of fuel 
and can get some speed out of her.” 

Questioning by the startled dealer 
brought out the fact that the chap had 
really been breaking in a new motor on 
half the factory recommendation—slightly 
more than that suggested for “long peri- 
ods of continuous trolling” in a thor- 
oughly seasoned engine. And he was 
waiting only for the end of the breaking- 
in period to reduce it even more. : 

He had disregarded the printed in- 
structions on the fuel tank in favor of 
advice from a friend who owned a small, 
single cylinder fishing motor, the re- 
quirements for whose operation is one 
third pint of oil per gallon, though he 
certainly had no intention of running his 
motor at trolling speeds. It was pure 
luck that kept him from ruining a fine 
engine. 

This is, of course, an isolated case, but 
every year thousands of motors, both in- 
board and outboard, are ruined because 
of carelessness, lack of knowledge and 
erronous advice from well-meaning 
friends whose equipment may be en- 
tirely different, or who may themselves 
be in error. 

With every new engine sold today the 
manufacturer furnishes an _ instruction 
manual and most outboards have lubri- 
cating and starting instructions right on 
the motor. These instructions are for the 
sole purpose of insuring that the engine 
receives the care it requires in order to 
give its owner the years of trouble-free 
service to which he is entitled. 

The manufacturer’s engineers have 
proved by exhaustive tests, both in the 
laboratory and in the field, just what is 
best for that particular motor. It will pay 
the purchaser to read and heed their ad- 
vice. 

What too many of us forget—or don’t 
know—is that each type of engine is de- 
signed to do certain things and within 
certain limits; that each design has dif- 
ferent and definite requirements as to 
fuel, lubrication, ignition. and cooling; 
that there’s a vast difference between an 
engine designed to turn 450 RPM and one 
designed—and run—at 4,000 to 7,500 or 
more revolutions every minute. 

Basically all internal combustion’ en- 
gines are the same. They draw into the 


under high pressure. 
‘near the top of this compression stroke 


combustion, or firing chamber, a mixture 
of vaporized fuel and air and the upward 
traveling piston compresses this mixture 
At a certain point 


the fuel is ignited by means of a spark 

plug, igniter, compression heat, or other 

controllable device and the expansion of 

the burning gases drives the piston down- 

ward and delivers usable power to the 

crankshaft. At the point in the piston’s | 
downward stroke at which most of the 
force of the burning gas has been ex-_ 
pended, an opening is provided so that it 

may be released into the exhaust pipes 
and so escape into the air. 

Basically, too, all engines must be adex | 
quately lubricated and cooled in order to. 
produce their maximum power, smooth 
operation and to maintain a long life, 
though the means of applying this lubri- 
cation varies considerably. 

The two types of gasoline engine are 
the two stroke cycle—exemplified by the 
conventional outboard motor—and the 
four stroke cycle, with which your car 
and most of the smaller inboard pleasure — 
boats are equipped. Additionally, these 
two systems have their counter-parts in 
the diesel engine, though the four cycle 
diesel is much more popular than the 
two cycle. 

‘Since there is insufficient space avail- 
able in an article of this length to dis- 
cuss both the lubrication problem and the - 
mechanical innards of the various en- . 
gines, I'll stick to the lubrication angie} 
at this time. 

The two cycle outboard differs from the: 
four cycle inboard in that it has no oil! 
sump, or oil storage; it does not pump oil | 
to the bearings and cylinder walls as do: 
most inboards and it fires every time the: 
piston reaches the top of the cylinder in-- 
stead of every second time, as with the: 
inboard. Nor does it have the elaborate: 
system of valves, camshafts and pump: 
mechanism possessed by the inboard. 

But its biggest difference is that with-- 
out the oil sump-pressure oiling system) 
it must rely entirely upon the oil addedi 
to the fuel for its lubrication. 

And when we remember that most out-- 
boards are rated at 3,800 to 4,000 R.P.M. 
and that on light, fast hulls and for rae-- 
ing, each cylinder may receive its full 
charge, fire, exhaust and charge again: 
5,500 to 7,500—or more—times every min-- 
ute and that temperatures inside 
combustion chamber run between 00

must" withstand and why adequate and 
correct lubrication is a must. 

All oils are not equally good for the 
purpose. Those containing some types of 
modern detergent additives and designed 
to give excellent performance in four 

cycle engines will, when mixed directly 
with the gasoline and burned in mixture, 

as it is in an outboard, quickly form a 

varnish-like gum that sticks rings, coats 
and burns spark plugs and will actually 

“freeze” a small motor in eight to twelve 

hours of operation and large ones in as 

» little time as an hour or two. F 

-- Others give entirely adequate lubrica- 

_ tion but leave so much carbon deposit on 

' piston heads, rings, exhaust ports, muf- 
fler, exhaust pipe and in the cylinders 

that it is necessary to tear down and 

clean the motor in mid-season. 

Obviously neither is satisfactory for the 

purpose. Yet practically every oil com- 
pany serving the boatman produces an 

oil especially for use in two cycle motors. 

It is only necessary to ask for it and be 
sure the container specifies that it is for 

outboard use. 

And don’t permit a fuel mixture to 
stand for months after mixing before 
_jusing it in the outboard. It not only loses 

its volitility but its lubrication also and 

may ruin the engine if used. . The best 
rule is to mix only what you. need as you 
need it, and any left standing longer than 

a couple of weeks should be used for 

some other purpose. 

- Don’t forget the oil chamber in the gear 
housing, or lower unit, of your outboard. 
It should be kept full of the recommended 
oil or lower unit grease to protect the 


gears against rust and water, especially 


‘in salt or waters of heavy mineral con- 
tent. 

- ‘The oil requirements for your marine 
“inboard also differ from those of the same 
_ type motor in your car and manufacturers 
“have recognized that fact. 

Specially compounded detergent type 
oils, refined from those base types of 
crude which have proven most satisfac- 
tory, are stocked in all,marine and water 
front service stations. 

They are designed to meet the condi- 
tions under which a marine motor must 
operate and are properly called “heavy 
duty.” Their top temperature at which 
_ carbon begins to form and the oil break 
- down is approximately 250 degrees, while 
_ the lowest temperature for efficient oper- 
ating viscosity is about 160 degrees. 

Since the marine engine is constantly 
under load, regardless of speed or throt- 
tle setting, and has no “rest” or coasting 
periods, as does the engine of a car, re- 
_ quirements are considerably greater, fric- 
tion wear correspondingly more severe 
. and special lubrication qualities more 
necessary in the oils used. 

2 Also, because of the high engine speeds 
‘and heavy loads under which they oper- 
‘ate, a somewhat more viscous oil is usu- 
ly desirable, though excessive viscosity 
‘will cause hard starting and considerable 
oss of power from oil drag, especially in 
sold weather and while the motor is cold. 
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For these reasons the oil companies in 
ecent years have developed and have 
railable these heavy duty oils offering

fertilized and cause much trouble. 

Another pond, a one-acre one, had 
been treated by its owner with copper 
sulphate for eight straight years in a vain 

_ effort to settle it. Will prevailed upon this 

man to dump ten wagon-loads of barn- 
yard manure into shallow areas and later, 
add several loads of hay from surround- 
ing fields. The water cleared. With ad- 
ditional manure treatments, it remained 
so. 

These case-histories don’t tell all the 


story. The reader of Dr. Irwin’s pamphlet | ~ 


is sure to wonder at a notable omission, 
the failure to recommend amounts of 
fertilizers. Will explains the degree of 
treatment must depend upon degree of 
muddiness. Light silt concentrations re- 
quire lighter treatment than heavy ones. 
_ Availability of various fertilizers and size 
of subject lakes affect the degree of treat- 
ment. However, with Will’s permission, 
here’s a pattern: 


Commercial fertilizers—One to four 
treatments, 250 pounds cottonseed meal, 
50 pounds 25% superphosphate per treat- 
ment. Thereafter apply as needed to con= 
trol silt. 


Septic tank or sewage disposal sludge— 
Sky’s apparently the limit though discre- 
tion is always advisable. Start with light 
application, increasing amounts according 

| to pond reaction. 


Green manure (vegetation)—Generally 
speaking, an amount of vegetation equal 
to that grown on the lake’s watershed 
areai should produce desired results. 


Barnyard manure—Base treatment of 
eight to ten tons per surface acre is in- 
dicated for heavy turbidities, two-thirds 
that for lighter ones. 

In any case, go slowly. Note that the 
Irwin pamphiet’s title makes no claim 
that Will’s system will work anywhere 

- except in central Oklahoma. Logic indi- 
_ eates that anything effective upon central 
Oklahoma’s high silt concentrations 
should work equally well elsewhere but 
logic also dictates a cautious approach. 
Light treatments that fail to do the job 
overnight .are preferable to heavy ones 
that may destroy fish. Remember, too, 
_. that in some states there may be laws 
governing the types of matter which may 

- be placed in water, particularly if the 
: lake is a water-supply lake for human 
beings. Common sense will guide you. 

As Will Irwin points out, over-treatment 

is unlikely. If that weren’t so, Theta pond 

_ would have exploded! 


Tips for the Sportsmen’s Club 


1. Determine your lake’s turbidity with 
a turbidimeter. Your county extension 
agent, wildlife training units, game and 
fish commission, public health or city san- 
itation departments are logical sources. 


2. Set up committees as follows: Ex- 
ecutive, Ways and Means, Application, 
Checking, and Watershed. Committee 
duties will be treated herein. 


3. Proceed with treatments. 


4. Study watershed control measures 
which will reduce opportunity for silt to 
enter your lake; institute a thorough wa- 
tershed control program.

Committee Functions 


Executive—Determines status of water to 
be treated; consults laws relating to 
water treatment; ascertains that water 
to be treated is not a drinking water 
supply; oversees the coordination of the 
whole program. 


Ways & Means—Once informed as to the 
degree of the problem, determines type 
and extent of treatment, costs and how 
to finance the job; checks state conser- 
vation department, agricultural experi- 
ment stations and other possible sources 
of aid. 

Application — Takes charge of applying 
actual treatment; should be a large 
committee and may consist of entire 
club membership, since numbers are 
important; it may be possible to hire 
the application work done, but it’s axio- 
matic in club-work that the best way 
to keep the boys interested is put ’em 
to work! 


Checking—Takes over revegetating pond 
once. water is clear; checks state depart- 
ments to determine what aquatic vege- 
tation is suitable, where it can be ob- 
tained, how it should be planted; takes 
regular turbidity readings, reporting 
same to executive committee. Revege- 
tating lake or pond is important since 
this growth is constantly dying off, re-

This kind of fishing can be enjoyed by 
the entire family, old and young; and at 
very small cost. Just rig up any old hand- 
line with small hook, sinker, or a rod if 
you like; attach a piece of clam meat, 
drop the line overboard and with the 
bait either on bottom or halfway down 
there'll be action in short order. 

The fish strike best when the tide is 
coming in, and many fine hauls of 
flounders, harbor pollock, cunners, tom- 
cods, etc., are taken. Although not rated 
as fighters these fishes taken off the docks 
are quite lively and are excellent as food! 
as well. 

Getting back to the Atlantic salmon) 

J G 
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and striped bass that are to be found in 
some of the tidal rivers, the Narraguagus 
River at Cherryfield, the Dennys River 
at Dennysville, and the Penobscot River 
at Bangor, are the leading salmon waters 
in that order. The stripers are found in 
the brackish and fresh water of nearly all 
of the streams swirling down to the sea 
on Maine’s coast. 


The salmon fishing is best in the spring 
of the year, slowing down with the com- 
ing of warm summer weather and drop- 
ping water. While most of the fishermen 
at the turbulent Penobscot Pool at Bangor 
cast their flies from boats, nearly all of 
the fishing on the Narraguagus and 
Dennys rivers is done from the banks. 
Any stout fly rod, 9-feet or longer or 
from seven ounces up will do. A large 
reel with plenty of fly line and backing 
and a six- to nine-foot leader of ten- to 
fifteen-pound test will complete the 
tackle. 


The most popular flies include the Jock 
Scott, Durham Ranger, Bear Hair, Dusty 
Miller, Silver Doctor, Thunder and Light- 
ning, and a few others. The salmon weigh 
from 8 to 25 pounds and the daily bag 
limit is two fish. 


The stripers are taken mostly by trol- 
ling with the same tackle used on inland 
lakes and, although many fishermen use 
spinner and ciam worms, squids, and 
other such lures, my choice has always 
been the large streamer fly trolled or 
cast with the fly rod. The leading stream- 
ers for taking the stripers include the 
Green King, Green Queen, Black Ghost, 
Pink Lady and Gray Ghost. 


Trolling is done in shallow water along 
grassy shores, old piers, and off bars and 
ledge points. In those spots where the 
stripers can be seen breaking, they pro- 
vide fast and thrilling sport for the trol- 
ling or casting angler. They hit with 
terrific force and, although averaging 
about three pounds, many are taken at 
weights up to 20 pounds. They can be 
taken only by hook and line and the daily 
bag limit is six fish. 

The salt-water angler in Maine has lit- 
tle to worry about sofar as laws are con- 
cerned. Except in rare cases the season 
is always open and only for Atlantic 
salmon fishing is a license or permit of 
any kind required. A special permit for 
salmon fishing costs $3 for the resident 
and $5 for the non-resident. 


Accommodations for the angler are ex- 
cellent—ranging from deluxe hotels to 
inns, tourists homes, and cabins. The list, 
“Hotels, Camps, and Tourist Homes in 
Maine”, may be obtained by writing to 
the Maine Development Commission, 
State House, Augusta. 


At nearly all of the many ports there 
are commercial fishermen who take out 
fishing parties. Many spots such as Bailey 
Island, Rockland, Portland, Orr’s Island, 
Ogunquit, Kennebunkport, York Harbor, 
Southwest Harbor, Boothbay Harbor, Bar 
Harbor, Camden and others have regular 
charter boats fully equipped for this pur- 
pose. A list of all available charter boats 
along the coast and specific information 
on saltwater fishing can be obtained by 
writing to Commissioner Richarc E. Reed, 
Sea and Shore Fisheries Department, 
Augusta, Maine.

Game Vital in 
Training Puppy 


By Walter L. Rice 


Hunting upland game birds on a battle- 
ship has its value. An American Admiral 
is said to have kept enough wing-clipped 
Chinese quail on shipboard to train an 
excellent gun dog. And if the job can 
be accomplished under such handicaps 
most hunters have nothing to worry 
about. 

However, puppies do not have a fair 
chance without plenty of game for the 
development of their noses and hunting 
talents. And too often their masters over- 
look simple methods of guaranteeing a 
game supply. 

If you have no game convenient, buy 
quail or pheasants from the nearest game 
farm. Flight feathers of one wing may 
be clipped, a forked leather strap called 
a brail may be attached to one wing, or 
a harness may be made from shoe strings 
and a fishing line attached so that the 
bird may be set free. 

With the harness and leash the bird 
may be allowed to fly and the dog stead- 
ied to wing. When it’s desired to return 
the bird to his pen it is only necessary 
to pick up the fishing line after the dog 
has pointed. 

Various fowls have been used as game 
substitutes. Guinea fowl are fine so long 
as kept out of tree tops. Recently I’ve 
found clipping about three inches from 
the flight feathers of one wing enables 
them to fly enough to steady the dog but 
causes them to alight on the ground. 

Bantams, game chickens, and pigeons 
have been used in emergencies. Some 
bantams hide like quail. And also fly 
well if given proper training in wild sur- 
roundings. 

Pigeons in cases or traps, or after being 
swung until dizzy and head placed under 
wing, don’t have the proper freedom to 
enable them to move about enough for 
best results. Taking my first hunt with 
a spaniel last season I immediately real- 
ized the value of guinea fowl for furnish- 
ing a training and exercising medium for 
cockers and springers. They can run like 
pheasants and fly almost as well. 

Pointing dogs should not be encouraged 
to point song birds unless quail are so 
classed. That, if it becomes habitual, is 
most obnoxious. 

It’s also well to remember young dogs 
are often much more easily handled after 
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being given a strenuous workout on some 
barren area. Let them work off the sur- 
plus energy of youth before serious issues 
are at stake. — 

As well as we remember, the advice of 
famous training authorities has been to 
send puppies to the farm and let them 
self-hunt until eighteen months or more 
of age. For the majority of hunters it’s 
bad counsel. 

It’s correct for those who are to hunt 
on plantations or ranches having vast 
open spaces covered on horseback. . And 
they’re the people the trainers had in 
mind. 

But just because millionaire sportsmen 
and Texas ranchers hunt on horseback on 
great estates and require dogs fast and 
wide enough to tap the birdy acres spot- 
ted here and there is no reason for the 
average hunter following suit. But he 
usually does! 


\ 


The more we see of shooting dogs the 


more firmly convinced we become that 
this matter of training is one of close 
association between man and dog. When 
you have made the dog mind by extensive 
use of the check cord and let him know 
you approve heartily when he does right 
it will not be long before he’ll be only 
too anxious to please. } 

Familiarize your puppy with leads and 
check cords from the beginning. For 
there’s no training implement for bird 
dogs quite so valuable as a check cord. 
Let them hunt for hours, after they are 
well started, and thoroughly interested in 
finding game, dragging that cord. If you 
see them get tangled in the bushes so 
much the better. Give them your stand 
fast signal. The spoken “Whoa,” or “Ho,” 
are good ones. Soon they’ll think you can 
do anything with them you want to do! 
When that belief and corresponding re- 
actions are habitual your training is well 
under way. Ive never understood why 
people don’t make more use of check 


cords. A few jerks on a cord are usually — 


far more effective than a whipping. 

I was once given a fancy bred setter 
pup, past the usual training age, because 
he caught chickens and was utterly un- 
manageable; being so wide and fast he 
flushed game before anyone could get 
near him. It took a hundred feet of 
small rope for that boy but he finally be- 
came a good shooting dog. Of course 
training him was not very enjoyable! 


It’s often a good idea to put even an 
experienced dog on leash until he quiets — 


down after flushing a covey. (The chances 


are both master and dog may be a bit 
? 


| 
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_ flus trated.) Use of the core iil eee a 
good effect on both and often save much 
profanity and punishment. 
: Above all be sure to accustom him to 
all kinds of firearms. And never allow 
him to associate guns with anything un- 
pleasant in puppyhood. The past autumn 
I had a tough time avoiding gunshyness 
in a puppy who was not introduced to a 
gun until nine months of age, when I 
took him in charge. All trouble would 
have been avoided had he been accus- 
tomed to the gun from the beginning and 
especially while with a gun dog mother. 
This is one more reason why it’s advis- 
able to get a young puppy and become 
thoroughly acquainted. Teach him to 
come to a low whistle by use of rewards. 
Rewards may range from bits of meat or 
| dog food to the location of game. They’ll 
even come in promptly to be tied for a 
bit of meat or a bone. And you'll be sur- 
prised to know how far a young dog can 
hear a very low whistle. 

The low whistle is important from sev- 
eral standpoints. Loud noises afield are 
always undesirable. In more civilized 
surroundings they may cause a lot of 
trouble. And as soon as the proper habit 
is established you won’t have to alarm the 
countryside every time you want the dog 
to change direction. 

From the very first make the puppy 
“Whoa” in front of his meals. Don’t let 
him touch his food until the ‘“Hie-on” is 
given. This and additional use of the 
check cord are invaluable in gaining 
proper control of dogs. The past season 
such a course produced two puppies I 
could stop at will. It added greatly to 
my sport. After a time one, especially, 
backed at sight. But in the beginning 

_everything would have been spoiled had 
._ I been unable to halt them. 
Ive had much success with puppies 
_ first taken afield at six weeks of age. An 
hour or so a day spent that way is good 
for both puppy and master but never 
carry this to extreme. 

Don’t try to force a young pup. Simply 
let him run around and learn what he 
can of nature and the great oudoors. 
He'll learn the rest later. 

Take your puppy afield. Call him in 
before he gets out of sight with a low 
whistle and make certain he looks to you 
often and hunts for your pleasure as well 
as his own. I know field trail handlers 

| never let dogs turn hack. But we are 
| talking of companionable shooting dogs 
| now. The kind a man who has never 
hunted pointing dogs will gaze upon with 
open-mouthed wonder and not require a 
) long explanation as to what constitutes 
| merit.

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Tips on Training a 
Beagle To Retrieve 


By Jess Meyers 


In every breed there are two types of 
retrieving dogs—the natural retriever and 
the force broken retriever. In many 
beagle families it is a natural instinct 
for these dogs to be natural retrievers on 
both rabbits and 
birds, and in case 
your beagle does not 
possess this retrieving 
instinct you can easi- 
ly train him with a 
little encouragement 
and by being patient 
in your teachings. If 
he is not a natural re- 
triever, then he must 
be force broken. Many 
sportsmen show no preference for a re- 
trieving beagle and in place prefer a 
straight natural searcher, a beagle that 
will resume the hunt for another bunny 
after the kill has been made. A natural 
retrieving beagle is quite an asset in the 
field especially in thickets and heavy 
patches, and above all fulfills his utmost 
duty by not letting any crippled game 
get away and prides himself in retrieving 
the kill to his master. 

In the event your pup is from a family 
of natural retrievers, it is only natural 
he must receive his training during the 
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hunting season. Then it will be an easy: 


task for him to show rapid progress in 
retrieving your kills and he will respond 
readily to this instinct that has been bred. 
into him, desiring to pick up the game and 
return it. I always like to give encourage- 
ment by speaking to him in a kind and 
pleasing tone “fetch,” using this com- 
mand exclusively. Upon his return, give 
him a few strokes with your hand over 
his body, letting him know you are ap- 
preciative of this task and his associa- 
tions will soon be established and perfec- 
tion attained. Never attempt to have him 
repeat his task over again by thinking 
you will have him to advance more 
rapidly by demanding him to retrieve 
the same game twice. Repetition here is 
no incentive for progress after the task 
has once been fulfilled with a natural 
retriever. With the force broken re- 
triever this may be repeated during the 
early stages of training. Endeavor to make 
your kill while he is trailing and as soon 
as he approaches the dead rabbit, allow 
him to mouth the rabbit a little at first 
and then give your command—“fetch”. 
When he approaches you take the dead 
rabbit from his mouth. Should he insist 
on chewing or holding it then grasp one 
of his forepaws in your hand and very 
gently apply pressure until he releases 
the rabbit. It will only require a few 
lessons of this kind until he will develop 
into a good retrieving beagle. Here again 
you may remove the entrails and allow 
him to eat them. By following this plan 
he will be very appreciative of this and 
establish another association here that 
will cause him to be more desirous of re- 
trieving his first killed game and this 
can be continued during his early teach- 
ings and discontinued later on with no 
bad results on his retrieving. 
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of successful retrieves in this form, it is ce 
quite essential that you always remain 


where you were standing when the 
rabbit was shot so that he will not wander 
around but learn. to retrieve the game 
directly to you. Demand this from him at 
all times. In the event the rabbit was not 
killed outright but crippled, never at- 
tempt to run after the bunny for you 
will confuse your own scent with that of 
the rabbit and make it a much greater 
task for the dog to locate. Remain steady 
and he will fulfill your desires by search- 
ing, locating, and retrieving the game 
and become a top retriever with continued 
training in the field. 

In the event that your beagle is not 
from natural retrieving parentage it is 
obvious that you will have to force break 
him. Retrieving is something that you 
can teach him at any stage in his life but 
the task may be much easier for you if 
you will start during the time he ap- 
proaches five or six months of age. 

‘This early training may be started at 
home and must be in the form of obedi- 
ence training so he will respond and 
come when called. Attach a check cord, 
small piece of rope fifteen to eighteen feet 
long, to his collar and let him romp along 
in front of you. Then proceed to call him 
by name and have him come to you. 
If he responds, show your appreciation 
by petting him a few times. Repeat this 
process five or six times during his first 
lesson. If he fails to obey, then demand 
obedience by using the cord, bringing 
him to you and in a short time these asso- 
ciations will be established and he will 
be glad to respond. 

After two or three days you can intro- 
duce a ball, old piece of cloth or a corn

cob, preferably a cob. Throw the cob away 
from him and let him return it back to 
you; using the command “fetch”. Always 
make it a point of obedience to fetch and 
see that he complies or otherwise he may 
accept it as play and fail to respond later 
when you go afield. The carry-over from 
the cob to the field on actual game is 
still a greater pleasure for him and the 
future task will be easy if you demand 
obedience in your early training. 
Practice leads to perfection and im- 
provement will be made by additional 


experience. In the event he fails to pick — 


up the cob, then go to him and place the ©

he will respond to your desire; however, 
at all times demand utmost obedience 
and his training will progress more 
rapidly. 

This plan requires time, so do not be 
too rapid or hasty in your teachings and 
he will respond to your lessons well. Con- 
_ tinue with these lessons until he has 
satisfied you that this phase of his train- 
ing has not been wasted and you are then 
ready for your real field retrieving out 
in the cover on natural game. 


Today's Problem 
With Rabies 


- By C. H. Anthony, D.V.M. 


-- Rabies is one of the oldest diseases 
known. In spite of this, there is more 
superstition attached to it than perhaps to 
any other malady, and even today there 
are too many popular misconceptions. 
One of these has to 
do with the occur- 
rence. If we check 
our facts and figures 
closely, we'll find a 
fairly even seasonal 
distribution. It defi- 
nitely is not a warm- 
weather disease. In 
fact, available data 
show a larger number 
of cases reported dur- 
ing the winter, in 
some years. Hydro- 
phobia, the old term 
for this condition, has also led to some 
confusion because it means “fear of 
water”. This is not the case! Rabid 
anirnals suffer from thirst for a time be- 
fore death occurs. In reality, thirst and 
hunger both cause distress. This inability 
to swallow is due to paralysis of throat 
and tongue muscles,—not to fear. 
Another surprising fact is that rabies 
ean occur in all warm-blooded animals. 
This knowledge, when considering the 
best means of prevention, is important. 
_ Let’s keep in mind that wild animals, 
such as skunks, foxes and coyotes, have 
caused some of the most serious outbreaks 
in recent years. Wild-fox rabies trans- 
mitted to dogs and livestock in Arkansas, 
Alabama, Georgia and New York are 
examples. 
. Hunters and farm stock-dogs are often 
a exposed to the wild animal spreaders of 
_ rabies. When an owner relates that there 
was a-battle-royal between a skunk and 
' his hounds, the veterinarian thinks im- 
| mediately of rabies. Just the odor of 
cE skunk or civet cat on a dog whose disposi-

a clue for the veterinarian to become 
suspicious.

About an equal number of cases become 
shy, with a tendency to hide away. The 
first is called furious, the latter, dumb 
rabies. 

As the disposition changes, the dog may 
wander away or suddenly leave home. 
Generally while traveling aimlessly, it 
will snap at or bite other animals and 
humans. In this manner the disease is 
spread. For by the time symptoms ap- 
pear, the virus of the infection has also 
reached the salivary glands. Any bite 
will therefore introduce the virus into a 
new victim. 

The dumb form can be misleading. 
Frequently the attitude of the dog—the 
dropped jaw and protruding tongue—

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| S INCE our last chat with 
"you on this page we’ve trav- 
eled a good many thousands of miles through the 
_ southwest, Mexico, the southern and southeastern 
states and the midwest. We've talked to many 
sportsmen on this trip to see if we could learn more 
- about the trends in conservation, what outdoors- 
~ men think about the future of waterfowl hunting, 
- pollution and upland game trends. While rambling 
_ around we've also done some fishing and hunting. 
- Needless to say this “exploring” has been a lot of 
_ fun and also educational because you hear all sides 
of every outdoor question, see the tremendous 
_ appeal of both fishing and hunting, and learn how 
- more and more real outdoor fans are busy with 
- conservation projects. 
The more we traveled the more we became aware 
of this fact: Lucky is the state that has interested 
itself in organizing the boys and girls into conserva- 
tion clubs as.a means of teaching the future fisher- 
- men and hunters the importance of being good 
sports, the relationship between the land and bird 
and animal life, and the need for their help in 
protecting and conserving our vanishing resources. 
_ These junior clubs are a potent agent in getting the 
youth of this country on the right outdoor trail. 
Even if these conservation clubs for boys and girls 
_ did nothing more than interest themselves in build- 
-; _ ing bird houses for song birds and (in the northern 
= states) winter feeding stations for permanent 
feathered residents, they would pay for the time 
and money invested in them. Conservation begins 
with and in the land. And so few realize it! Land 
use means agriculture and bird life that helps the 
__agriculturist by consuming harmful insects and 
_ noxious weed seeds. Bird life must have shelter 
and food. 

Reduce shelter and food for quail, pheasants or 
non-game birds to simple terms and we come to 
hedgerows, suitable nesting places and food and, 
for some birds, nesting boxes. Not very intricate 
is it, when you take the subject apart! 

But let’s go a little farther. In some parts of the 
country we know pretty well the farmers have 
replaced wooden fence posts with steel ones. One 

- would hardly think that this would affect bird life 
and the farmer. But did you know that bluebirds 
often use the holes in old wooden fence posts for 


ane 
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: nesting? With the coming of steel posts the blue- 
=a birds, one of the farmer’s most helpful and unpaid 
Bers friends because of its food habits, has fewer places 
as. to nest. But thanks to the foresight of a few bird 

fans, one program was launched whereby boys and 
iat girls made bluebird houses and put them up along 
miles and miles of old roads and on countless farms. 
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Youth Training Valuable - 
in Better Conservation 


This sounds like an inconsequential project at 
first thought; yet the fact that it related the land 
to crops and bird life, and put boys and girls to 
work and also made them think, elevated it to one 
of real importance. 

On our travels we’ve also noted a new realiza- 
tion among many outdoor lovers that we must help 
our conservation departments on stream and lake 
improvements, the rearing of more fish and in- 
creasing food and cover for upland game birds. 
That good old American dollar that you put on the 


barrel head when you buy licenses doesn’t go as 


far as it used to. And more fishermen and hunters 
are in the field harvesting the crops of fish and 
game. So all of us will have more fun, enjoy more 
real companionship with other outdoorsmen and 
get more out of life if we get into a good project. 

We wish the Fishing Tackle Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation could interest more high schools‘and col- 
leges in courses on fishing and the whole field of 
lake and stream management. This organization 
has done a lot for angling and conservation, but 
so much more remains to be done with the young 
people. We are not thinking about courses on just 
bait and fly casting and how to tie flies, etc. They’re 
important, but equally essential are intriguing 
courses that teach young men and women what 
happens to plant and fish life when streams are 


polluted, how abuse of our forest resources and 


fires affect trout streams and lakes, and how fertile 
land makes for more productive lakes with more 
and bigger fish than poor, worn out abused soil. 
Fishing concerns tackle to be sure. But good fishing 


or improved fishing again goes right back to the — 


basic fundamentals that so many of us ignore year 
after year as soil management, fertility and proper 
handling of the crops of either lake or stream. 

Another thing we’ve noticed on this long tour is 
that so many of us who love the outdoors look far 
to the horizon but overlook the things at our feet. 
For example, most of us upland game hunters 
(we’re one of them!) give three cheers when we 
see hatcheries to produce game birds, and clamor 


for bigger appropriations for this purpose. Yet, | 


shouldn’t we take off our specs, look down at our 
feet and be checking how the land is being man- 
aged, how much cover there is for game birds and 
at the same time get closer to the farmers and 
the conservation departments for the. expansion 
of such a program. 
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
